When she arrived on the scene of what was supposed 
to be a routine accident in Pungo, Virginia Beach 
Volunteer Rescue Squad Captain Elsie Benson was 
horrified. '"Die man's hand had been completely cut off 
in the blade of an air boat," she said. 

Rather than panic, Benson remained cahn and 
foQowed procedures she had teamed more than eight 
years befcx'e. "In a situation like that.all you can do is 
take a deep breath, bite your lip, and do what you have 
been trained to do," she said. "You save the crying and 
the hysterics for later when you get home." 

BenscHi did her best to slow the bleeding, and then 
put in an emergency call for the emergency medical 
tramport heliojpter ^Bghtingale. She flew with the 
victim to a special nerve replacement fiu;ility in 
Richmoid, where the hand was reattached. Today, 
Bern on proudly reports, the man has regained limited 
use of his digits. 

Oodness under pressure seemingly is the key to 
suoMss for BeiKon and the S28 other Beach rescue 
squad vdunteers. The nature of the job dictates that 
participants be level-headed. 

"We handle a million different types of accidents," 
said Quolyn Engel, emergency medical servkes public 
relations specialist. Engel, who doubles as a volunteer 
rescue squad cardiac technician, said that in her three 
years with the Sandbridge squad she has assisted on 
hundreds of calamities. 

"I've worked on people trapped in cars, structure 
cdUunes, drownings, fires, baby (telivertes, plane 
crashes," she said, "You name it, Pve seen it." 



Million Dollar Franchise 



In J979i £ngei turned up attiie rescue squad station 
near her home in Sandbridge, one of 1 1 such facilities 
throughout the city, to sign up for a first aid course. She 
was soon hooked. 

Following her c(Hnpletion aa the American Red Cross 
First Aid and Emergency Care course, which invcdved 
60 hours of training, Engel moved on to the next level, 
that of emergency medical technician. She endured 120 
hours of classroom instructioi cm taking vital signs, 
studying patient histories, and assisting surgeois. 
Then, it was cm to the emergency rocmi and 20 hcmrs of 
practical applicaticm of classrcxm knc?wledge.

A select few EMTs are selected to train as cardiac 
technicians, and Engel was (me of them. Two Hundred 
hours of hirther instructicm at the Eastern Virginia 
Medical Schocd in hkx'fcdk ensued, and now, Engel is 
cme step shy of the highest designation, that of 
paramedic. In (x-der to achieve that status, Engel will 
have to serve two years as a CT, and undergo another 
400 hours of training at the EVMS, as well as 
participatmg in many other intensive laboratory 
exercises.

Rescue Sacrifices 



Sometimes they win; sometimes they 
lose. Regardless of the outcome, though, 
Virginia Beach residents should thank 
their lucky stars for 530 volunteers that 
comprise the 11 Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices Ambulance and Rescue squads. 

Day in and day out, these community- 
spirited individuals patrol the city's 
streets, waiting for the opportunity to 
save a life. Last year, they respond^i to 
more than 15,000 calls. There is no 
question that many Virginia Beach 
residents are alive today, only because of 
these upstanding citizens. 

They are not paid; they donate their 
time free of charge. In Norfolk, a rookie 
rescue squad worker makes somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $15,000. But, in 
Virginia Beach, rescue squ£ul workers are 
paid with long hours, sleepless nights, and 
the gruesome task of cleaning up, after 
drunk drivers, suicide victims, criminals, 
and overwrought and distressed family 
members. The job, in short, is a thankless 
one. 

There are those in this town who would 
like to see the rescue squad system go to a 
professional status. Paid or unpaid, no 
one could call Virginia Beach's rescue 
squad volunteers anything other than 
"professional." 

The issue still at hand, though, is: 
should we pay for ambulance calls? In 
Norfolk, it costs between $30 and $100 
for such a service, depending upon the fir- 
st aid rendered. Do Virginia Beach 
residents want to pay that kind of money? 
A second, but primary consideration is 
this: Do Virginia Beach residents want to 
see their taxes increased? If the City were 
to switch over to a pay-system, a hike in 
personal property taxes would surely be in 
the offing. 



As it is, the Virginia Beach system is a 
fine one, but all avenues ought to be ex- 
plored in an effort to unprove the current 
structure. The City Manager and his staff 
should address this question by com- 
paring the Virginia Beach system with 
otho's, such as Norfolk's, and determine 
the best course for this city. If it is found 
that a pay-system would be more produc- 
tive, a tax hike should be applauded. 
Really, how can one place a price tag (m 
the value of a human life? 



On the subject of the rescue squad, 
mention must be made of Plaza Squad 
Capt. Jack Small, who died of cardiac 
arrest early Saturday morning . 

Small had spent the better part of the 
last 10 years chasing down car wrecks, 
. plane crashes, and hundreds of assorted 
other disasters. In the middle of a sound 
night's sleep or in the middle of a Christ- 
mas celebration, when the call for help 
came, Capt. Jack Small would be on the 
way, to hdp his neighbors in distress. 

Late Friday night proved to be Small's 
last life-saving venture. A massive pile-up 
on the toll road took place, and Small was 
called to the scene. After doing what he 
could, Small headed Cor home, com- 
plaining to friends that he did not feel 
well. 

M^thin minutes of his arrival at home, 
Small's heart failed, and a call was put in- 
to the Plaza Rescue Squad. 

Sometimes they win; this time they lost. 
In fact, the entire City of Virginia Beach 
lost a big one last weekend when Capt. 
Jack Small left this world. He is remem- 
bered by friends and peers as a giant . 
among men and an inspiration to all.^_f ;

Indeed, three nights per week Imel is on call 
from 6 p.in. until 6 8.ni. ^md altliottgh !the demands <tf 
the job cut into her personal iife. ^ngel says the 
rewards more than outweigh detriments. "You just feel 
real good about helping people out." ■'. ' 

Ihe vdunteers definitely help the cijty out, saving it 
between $2 million and $3 million by Engel's 
estimation. The dty government provides $50 per 
month per station ftar supplies, bovers liability 
insurance, and provides gasoline forjthe squad's 27 
advanced life support ambulances mi five crash 
trucks. The brunt of financing is borne by the 
volunteers themselves, holwever. 

"We engage in a great (teal of f^l-ralsing." »vd 
Engel. "The dtizens of Virginia B^ach keep this 
program afloat. Widiout them, we would be out of 
business." Engel said $M),000 for a Aew crash tnuk 
was recently raised, for example. Nsarby hospitals 
often cover the tab for utility expenses and the dty 
fiiumces construction costs. 

Engel's most rewanttri^ e^qwriencci came recently 
when she arrived od the scene of a resitaurant where a 
woman h«i suffered a heart attack and dkd. After 
assessing the situation, Engel joined paramedics in 
administering cardiopulmonary resusitation. She per- 
formed an electrocardiogram son and ^ent a strip over 
the radio to a physician, who prescribed the proper 
drug. Engel gave the victim the mectidne, and soon 
thereafter, her vital signs returned, "ft was absdutely 
fantastic," Engel marveUed. 

Equally fantastic are the ambulancesj. "Actually they 
are miniature emergency rotims," said Benson. Each 
vehicle is stocked with some $38,000 worth of lifesaving 
equipment, including a gadget o^d a "lifepack five." 
Valued at more than $6^000, tne de|«dce is used to 
support heart attack victims. Military I shock britches, 
valued at more than $300, are kept on l^pard each of the 
vehicles. The inflatable pants are used to retain blood 
pressure. "These ambulances are so; well-equipped, 
that there are not many disasters we Cannot ban^e," 
Benson reported. 

Good thing, too, because in the rural area of the dty 
in which she serves, there are a g^at number erf 
automobile and ftuming acddents. Alsq, because oithe 
station's nearness to the mtmidpal oeneter, Benson and 
her staff must answer calls to the dty jail. Benson's 
husband. Chuck, a 23-year vetenm with the squad, jtist 
last week cut the rope from which a jailed suidde victim 
hung. 

Although she is not paid in finanda| terms, Benson 

says she is rewarded by a sense of acc<^pUshment. "I 

take a great deal of pride in whM I do." she said. 'Tm 

very proud of the people I work with. ^Iiey are young, 

i talented go-getters Who have perfobned admirably 

i under the most extreme of circumstances. We develop

prefer some sort of monetary compensation for their 
servioss, pointing to the Qty of Norfdkas a rde model. 
There, a starting emergency medical technician 
earns $12,696 per year. His salary can increase to 
$19,368i A beginning cardiac technician is paid $13,992 
yearly, and can make up to $21,240. Paramedics there 
earn between $15,000 and $24,000. AdditionaUy, 
^k)rfdk residents must pay foe ambulance calls. The fee 
rangeis from $30 to $100, depending upon the services 
provided. 

Don Haupt, superintendent fcx* Norfdk's Bureau of 
Paramedic Services, said a vdunteer system, such as 
the one in Virginia Beach, may cause its personnel to 
become rusty. "I'm not putting the Beach system 



down, in fact, it may be the strongest vdunteer system 
in the country," he said. "However, in any system, the 
medics have to be very active in order to maintain their 
skills. With more than 500 vdunteers, each one may 
catch only two or three calls per month. 

"Also, they need to rotate," Haupt continued. 
"Their people in Pungo and Blackwater need to 
circulate in other parts of the city where they will get 
more action." 

For the Virginia beacb squads, however, the 15,000 
calls they answer yearly are quite enough. A call they 
wish had never come, did early Saturday morning. At 
around 3 a.m., the Plaza Station was summoned to the 
home of Jack Small, their rescue captain. Small had 



gone into cardiac arrest after responding to a motoif 
vehicle crash ai hiterstate 44. Small, a 10-year rescue 
veteran, later died. 

"ft is hard enough to be in this business when you; 
have to save strangers, but it hurts even more when it is; 
somebody you've known for so long," said Rdand 
Allgaycr, the Plaza First lieutenant and a co-worker of 
Small's for many years. "He was the kind of guy who 
would give the shirt off his back for the betterment of 
the community. 

"Right now," Allgayer continued, "everybody's 
spirits are down. It is going to be very difficuh to 
manage without him. We will manager, though,^ 
because so many lives depend upon it. It will be a tough 
act to follow, but we will make it."

Backaching Beachers Seek Relief

That's what Virginia Beach physical therapist Dianne 
B. Fetry, R.P.T., says local residents were being 
denied befcR-e private physical therapy practices began 
in the. dty a few years ago. 

"There's definitely a need for the ftcilities in the 
area," said Pefry, directed of the Virginia Beach 
Physical Therapy Clinic, (xi WitchdtKk Road. 
"Hospitals have all they can handle." 

Petry says hers was the first physical therapy clinic to 
(9en in >%ginia Be«;h. ^e began her business in Jan., 
1981 after working at Leigh Memorial Hospital. There 
are two other clinics besides hers in the city, and she 
expects more wilt p<^ up in the future. 

Patients at the clinic must be referred by a doctjE/ 
which. Petry says takes a lot 'crf pressure and 
responsibility off her shoulders. But she also claims 
thifit in some cases she is better trained to diagnose 
patients than are Some dodors. 

"Dodors may only take one course in physical 
therapy," Petry said, "I studied ft for four years." 



Petry holds a bachelor of sdence degree in physical 
therapy from Ithica College, New York. 

Currenty in ^ginia, unlike some other states, all 
Petry's patients must first visit a doctor, or a hospital, 
who in turn refers them to the therapist. There are 
issues brewing, however, on whether ac not patients 
should be free to go to a clinic UIk Petry's without a 
dodor's referral, and whether or not doctOTS should be 
altowed to administer physical therapy in their own 
o^»s.

"ft's touchy and controversial," Petry, a three-year 
Virginia Beadi resident said. "Right now we're under 
their <dodors) imlired supervision." 

Petry said before the public clinics opened, patients 
in heed of physical therapy had to call hospital after 
hospital trying to find one that couki accommodate 
them. Now the patient is no longer bound to endure 
tlw hospital process. They have the freedom oi chdce 
to choose another physical therapy fitcUity. But her 
buiihess would not be stable absent a good^rofessional 
reputation among the nwdical professionals in the area. 
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"The physicals feel comfortable with me," she said. 
"I have no trouble getting patients . " 

\^ginia Beadi is not unlila other cities in its 
resident's need for medical services. Because of the 
shipyards, construction comiwnies and industries 
bursting forUi ii^ Wginia Beach, the people literally 
building the dty kct examples of the types of patients 
I^try usually sees. 

"You must remember that eight ait of every 10 
people have back problems," she said, "But Vu-ginia 
Beach is not different than most dher suburbia areas." 

Petry said her patients' ages range between 91 years 
dd and 18 months, widi the median age being about 40. 
She charges one global fee, which covers ail services 
the patient might need, including, hd and cdd packs, 
whirlpods, ultrasound, high and low electric stimu- 
laticHi, paraffin, progressive resistive exercise table and 
treatment taMes. 

Other more spedalized equipment includes isokinetic 
equipment, which provides automatic accommodating 
resistance at known contrdled velodties of limb 
movement; The orthotron, used to exerdse the knee, 
shoulder and ankle muscle groui» and has readout 
gauges for torque which provides objective information 
(tf patient strength; the fitron is an isokinetic cycle 
ergometer used for cardiovascular/respiratory en- 
durance training; and a progtessive pelvic and cervical 
traction unit. 

Petry said sometimes people underestimate the 
impatahce of physical ther^yi 

"RjysicjJ therapy is not to be put aside," she said. 
"It is an important elemem in most peq?fe's medical 
rehabilitation."

Americans Love Pasta 



Americans are fotuth in tbie world's ranks of pasta 
lovers. Italy, of course, is nwnber one followMl by 
Switzerland and France. 

For centimes pasta has been an Italian staple, expor- 
ted throughout the world. Most historians believe that 
Italians v/ere introduced to pasta (then a transparent 
noodle made of rice flour) by Marco Polo, the 1 3th cen- 
tury Venetian travder who brought it back from the. 
Orient. Others maintain the Italians were making and 
eating pasta made from wheat long before Marco Polo 
was bom. 

Thomas Jefferson introduced pasta into American 
cuisine when he served spaghetti at a formal White 
House dinner. Today Americans produce their own 
pasta, considered by some to be superior in quahty 
because of the high grade of wheat produced in the 
United States. 

The average American consumed 9 pounds of pasta in 
1981, according to the National Macaroni Manufac- 
turers. This incluctes about AOVt spaghetti, 307« elbow 
i^uu»roni and 20^ noodles. The remaining 10% is 
made up of specialty shapes. 

Watch The Sauce! 

If you think pasta is something extremely fattening 
to be avoided whenever possible, bite your tongue! 

When you bite into pasta, you're eating something 
low in fat, easy to digest and ricbdA'^rotein and 
energizing carbohydrates. 

Pasta alone is not fattening. Six ounces of plain 
cooked pasta (spaghetti, macaroni, ziti) contains ap- 
proximately 1 17 calories. But be careful what you put 
on top. It's the rich sauce that adds extra pounds. Six 
ounces of spaghetti with tomato sauce and cheese is 195 
calories, but 1 cup (8 oz.) of spaghetti with meat balls 
and sauce contains 335 calories. 

As a rule eight ounces of uncooked pasta is sufficient 
for four servings and a pound is enough for eight. To 
provide a balanced meal you should have a salad and/or 
fruit with your pasta. 




Cooking 
Perfect Pasta 



The rule is seven quarts of water for one pound of 
pasta. Add two tablespoons of salt to the boiling water 
before submerging the pasta. 

Don't let the water and salt boil too long, or else your 
pasta will suffer from a chemical reaction causing a 
disagreeable odor in the pasta. 

If your pasta tends to cling together (most likely with 
large types such as lasagna), add a smidgen of oUve oil 
to the water. 

Use a large kettle to give the pasta enough room to 
cook to properly. Try not to cook more than one pound 
at one time, since it will tend to stick and clump 
together. 

Stir pasta gently with a slit wooden spoon to htSp 
separate and cook. How long should pasta cook? 
That depends on the size and type of pasta. Some, like 
vermicelli, will cook faster than others. The best way to 
tell if your pasta is ready to eat is by tasting it! It should 
be firm and resiUent without a doughy taste, "the 
Italians refer to this taste test as al dente (to the tooth). 

As soon as the pasta has reached the exact degree of 
doneness, REMOVE IT. If you over cook it, you'll 
have a soggy mush. Serve it hot as soon as it is ready.

Muffin-Maker Hints 

•Tough mufflns with tnnnds and a pronounced peak 
are caused by too much mfadng. 

•To reheat mufflns, wrap loMeiy in foil and Iwat at 
375 or 400 F for 10 to 15 minutes. 

•Mufflns should have gently-rounded tops that are 
pebbled rather than smooth. 

It you have lots of muffin tins, why not double the 
recipe and freeze some? 



Simplify Your Kitchen Chores 

•Clean burned pots and pans by filling with boiling 
water, adding a few crystals of citric acid or a few 
tablespoons of vinegar and heating for an hour. 

•When extra ice cubes are needed, use muffin tins. 
The cups make big ice cubes that will last longer. 

•Use a metal colander to stop splatters. Turn it up- 
side down over the skillet when frying food. 

•Keep a powder puff in the flour canister to use when 
you're dusting flour on a rolling pin or pastry board. 

•To make your homemade cream soups extra creamy, 
beat with a rotary beater a few minutes before serving. 
You won't need to thicken or strain.

Telephone Etiquette 



Handling The Unwanted Caller 



Politeness is the basis of good teiei^one etiquette. 
You aren't supposed to feel polite, however, when you 
receive an abusive phone call. These calls are on the in- 
crease and annoy a growing number of people each 
year. Probably the most common are the sales or survey 
calls that ask you to sample a product or service that 
you're not interested in. The way to get rid of these 
callers is to simply say, "No, thank-you. I'm not in- 
terested," and them promptly hang up. 

Harassing calls are meant to anger or terrify. Phone 
company officials say that hanging up on these callers 
wiU usually put an end to the problem. Or you might 
consider discouraging annoying callers with a blast of a 
powerful whistle. If they still continue, however, the 
phme company should be alerted. 



Obscene calls are by far the most serious of abusive 
phone calls. In this case no time should be lost. The 
phone company and local police precinct must be 
notified immediately. If the calls persist, a new 
technique caUed line identification can be used to get the 
phone number of the caller. Using this method, the 
phone company can trace the originating point of the 
call (even if the caller has already hung up). This eviden- 
ce can be used in court if you decide to press charges. 

Finally, here's a couple unusual ways to get rid of the 
not so serious, though still annoying, boring caller. 

You might choose to hang up while you are talking 
and fake being disconnected. Or, you can create so 
much 'static' with a piece of cellophane that it becomes 
impossible to continue the conversation.

City Gets $120,000 Grant

The City of Virginia 
Beach and its Community 
Services Board have been 
awarded a demonstration 
grant in the amount of 
$120,000 from the State 
Department of Criminal 
Justice Services to estab- 
lish an Alcoholic Detox- 
ification Project. 

The City's Community 
Services Board (CSB), 
which is appointed by City 
Council, is the public 
agency responsible for 
administering City 
programs in mental 
health, mental retardation 
and substance abuse. 

The CSB has been 
working toward the 
establishment of an 
alcohol detoxification 
program since 1979. The 
State legislature at its 1982 
session approved funding 
for the Department of 
Criminal Justice Sepnces 
to assist localities in 
establishing demon- 
stration projects that 
would divert persons with 
alcohol problems from the 
criminal justice system 
and into an appropriate 
detoxification and treat' 
ment program. The 
General assembly demon- 
stration funding is 
designed to enable the 
State Department of 
Criminal Justice Services 



to evaluate the impact of 
diverting alcoholics from 
the criminal justice 
system. This diversion 
should result in significant 
long term criminal justice 
savings in terms of 
reducing the need for ad- 
ditional jail space, 
allowing police officers to 
tpend mote time on other 
more serious offenses and 
alleviating overcrowding 
of the court system. 

The State funding 
award will enable the CSB 
to begin operation of a 
program in January, 1983. 
The Alcohol Detoxific- 
ation Project, while 
operated by the CSB, will 
seek to develop broad- 
based support from other 
pubUc and private com- 
munity agencies, the 
private sector and the 
business community. 

The next steps prior to 
project implementation 
will be'flnal approval of 
the appropriations ordin- 
ance for the demon- 
stration grant funding by 
City Council, the identifi- 
cation and selection of a 
project site, the hiring and 
training of staff and the 
development of inter- 
agency operating 
[vocedures.

But, for the Rev. J<An Gimenez and his wife, the Rev, 
Anne Gimenez, it was a time to rejoice.

He was destined to failure, or so he 
thought, until he met Anne Netherly, an evangelist 
from Corpus Chris ti, Texas. 

hfobody gave their relatitmship more than six 
mcmths, and indeed, many trials and tribulations 
ensued. The two persevered, though, and today they 
stand atop a multi-million dollar enterprise which 
indudes property and buildings worth more than $5 
mUlion, the Bible histitute. Rock Christian Academy, 
affiliate churches, children's homes in India, mission- 
airies, and a television ministry with a potential 
audience of 22 million. 

The church is invdved in a number of charitable 
projects, the most expansive of which is an ambiticnis 
undertaking called "Beluah Land, The Qty of Refuge." 
Slated fOT dedicaticm Oct. 24, the project will provide

Poor people who wish to farm or others wishing to 
becone disciples of Rock Church must make several 
sacrifices,., tb?.nio?tji]:^ipediate of which is an 
agreement to donate 10 percent of all wages to the 
church. Church officials defend this prerequisite. Says 
Bill SidebottcMn, church public relations director: "We 
believe that whatever you donate is returned to you by 
God 10 <»■ 20 times over. Our way of thinking is that 
what we are asking is really very little in the overall 
scheme of things. As you sew, so shall you reap."

There are, however, several theological doctrines 
which must be adc^ted by new members of the church.

"I no longer had the confidence in myself that I used to 
have," he said. "It used to be that I thought I had all 
tte answers. But, the Bible says that God knocls cm the 
dow of each of oir hearts. Well, when 1 started losing 
my ccmfidence, that is when He got my attenticm.

Delia Vecchio's job is stressful, risky, dangerous 
not extremely lucrative, but rewarding. He is not 
allowed to mocxilight because, as of the State's aie 
1,300 uniformed troopers, he is on 24-hour emergency 
call. Trocqxrs also wcn-k all hdidays, a time when 
highway traffic is at its peak and husbands are most 
missed at home. They don't receive overtime pay, but 
wcM-k up to SO hours a week, including four to six of 
those hours at home. • 

In addition, trotters cixiduct educational classes and 
talks, and receive about 40 hours of instructicm yearly. 
Their work week is divided between courtroan, nine 
hours of radar duty, and other duties. Starting pay fra- 
Virginia State Trotqjers is $15,213, and topping off at 
$20,791. 

Delia Vecchio has been a irooptx Ux three years. 
Pricx" to that, he was a Hampton pdice officer. 
Becoming a trocar was the greatest thing to happen to 
him, he says, and the only drawback is the pay. This is 
where Mrs. Delia Vecchio and faith enter. He recalls 
when he and his wife were making wedding plans, and 
didn't know how they were gdng to pay all the bills. 

"We'were worried ab<Nit money fw the wedding," 
Delia Vecchio, a Darby, PN, native said. "We wanted 
to pay fw it all cmrselves, and everybody helped. We 
received many wedding gilts; a Irt of pec^le realized 
that we were on a tight budget. We even won a $100 
church raffle.!" 

To raise a family, the Delia Vecchios' needed a 
house. 

They found one they liked but couldn't afford the 
down payment. "We were praying for it," Delia 
Vecchio said. "Then one day we were loddng in the 
classifieds, and we saw a house to rent with the option 
to buy. And we saw it was the same house. 

"It seems that everyday . somehing else good 
han>eitt," Delia Vecchio ccntfnued," and it can't be 
co-inci<knce. h's our faith." The Delia Vecchkis' plan 
to settle c«i the house in January, reside here fw the 
next 27 years, retire, and move to l^nnsylvania and 
open a pet stwe.

Industry Is Big Business 



Often, Virginia Beach is thought of, 
and wrongly so, as "just" a tourist town. 

Tourism does indeed make up a great 
deal of the definition of this 310 square 
mile city. Last year, some 1.5 mUlion 
visitors stayed overnight in Virginia 
Beach, spending $210 million while h^e. 
Of that, $19.6 million went into the city's 
coffers in the form of direct revenues 
from such taxes as those for cigarettes, 
lodging, restaurants and entertainment. 
The city, meanwhile, spent just $2.9 
million on tourism expenditures. More 
than 1,200 employees were engaged in 
tourism-related jobs, and over 1,300 
businesses are actively involved in travel 
and tourism. 

It is easy, then, to see how one could 
mistake Virginia Beach as nothing more 
than a summer resort. Tourism is, 
however, not the only focus of Virginia 
Beach's Department of Economic 
Development. Convention promotion is 
also emphasized with the spotlight falling 
on the city's convention center, the 
Pavilion. Last year, 20 conventions at- 
tracted 71,400 delegates who spent 
$30,600,000. Of that, $1.5 million was 
returned to the city general funds in taxes. 

Again, the city depends on its visitors. 
There is, however, one branch of the 
Department of Economic Development 
which caters to the needs of permanent 
residents, both the ones who have been 
here awhile and those it seeks to attract. It 
is the Division of Industrial Development. 

Working with the Virginia Beach 
Development Authority, the division's 
thrust is to enhance the stability of 



Virginia Beach's diverse economy. Of 
the nine major industrial areas in Virginia 
Beach, four are city developed. The 25- 
acre Lynnhaven Industrial Park is home 
for 12 companies, employs 300 people, 
and is fully developed. Also at full oc- 
cupancy is the Airport Industrial Park. Its 
ixh acres house 67 firms and 2,750 em- 
ployees. Oceana West Industrial Park, 
situated on 1,000 acres, has 27 companies 
at present and 4,600 workers. The 39-acre 
Little Creek Industrial Park offers access 
to deep water and potential for marine- 
oriented development. Presently, no 
companies have located there. In the 
remaining five private industrial areas, 
some 2,000 persons are employed by 120 
companies. 

A few strokes on the old calculator 
shows that close to 10,000 people are em- 
ployed by Virginia Beach industries. A lit- 
tle more mathematics reveals the city 
realized $654,780 in real estate taxes on 
industrial land last year, while spending 
just $379,923 in promotion of industrial 
development. 

By this time, the point has been ham- 
mered home. Industry in Virginia Beach is 
big business. Also contributing to the 
city's economy are agriculture, construc- 
tion and real estate, the military, retail 
and wholesale, plus conventions and 
tourism. 

Following this brief seminar, next time 
someone says Virginia Beach is nothing 
but a beach, you'll have an arsenal or 
arguementative weaponry at your 
disposal. — M.M.G

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A Trooper s Life 






Most police departments admit that 
they depend on the State Police to be there 
when the call comes. Whether its in the 
mountains of western Virginia where fac- 
tory workers are rioting, or on the 
Virginia Beach boardwalk where Ku Klux 
Klansmen are demonstrating, the State 
Pohce can be on the scene within minutes. 

State troopers and local police ofHcers 
are similar in some ways and unalike in 
others. Both groups work jobs which may 
be hazardous to life and limb, but are at 
the same time personally and emotionally 
rewarding. Both groups wear badg«, 
carry guns, have powers of arrest and a 
commitment to upholding the law and 
protecting the public from harm. Both 
groups of public servants say they are un- 
der paid: trooper salaries range from 
$15,213 to $20,791; and police officers 
make from $14,280 to $20,208. Troopers 
do not respond routinely to domestic 
calls, unless the trooper is assigned in a 
rural county. Police officers respond to 
all kinds of domestics, but are not respon- 
sible for the slew of motor vehicle inspec- 
tions and inspectors which are indirectly 
charged with keeping America's 
automoDiies sailing safely down the high- 
ways. 

Troopers receive 40 hours of classroom 
training yearly, and polite offlcers catch 
up on school evoy two years. Hm 
primary reasons troopers get more 
training are that there are fewor of than 



to contend with, and at their professional 
level, laws and compliance regulations, 
such as with motor carriers and hazardous 
materials, change so often that a yearly 
update is necessary. In le^i budget tunes, 
however, even the state police missed a 
year of instruction, it is reported, about 
Ave or six years ago . 

Troopers also like being able to take 
thdr patrol cars home with them at night. 
As one trooper put it, **when you need 
your brakes, you know you're going to 
stop." VolQax patrol cars, far greater in 
number than state patrol cars, are used by 
diffo'ent offlcers at different times. 

The local and state police enjoy a very 
good working relationship and a keep ap- 
preciation of «u:h other^s jobs. There is 
no bitterness nor animosity between the 
two powerful groups, but instead, a sense 
of brotherhood. 

Local of Hcers and troopers are charged 
with policing society during a penoA in 
history unprecedented in its levels of 
poverty, disease, inhumanity, and crime. 
There are no simple solutions to the ills of 
the world. There are only politidans to 
write and pass the laws whidb govern the 
land, law enforconent offlcers to apply it. 

Wouldn't it be nice if we lived in a 
world with no need for law enforcement. 
A domesticated, intellectual world where 
e«>nomk and social problons are han- 
dled with reason and with Ic^c; not with 
anotion and blindn^s.— G.DXI.

State Police arrest 407,478 people; courts impose millions of dollars in fines

. Today there are a total of 1,329 trocars, 
and S76 civilians in the department. 
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Total number of arrests numbered 407,478 with 
391,643 or 96.1% of these arrests related to 
highway inddents. hi, adjudicating traffic cases 
the courts imposed $10.9 million in fines and 
assessed $6 miUiai in costs. The courts also 
generated $2 million in revenues in overweight 
transport cases and imposed jail sentences 
totaling 737 years. In adjudicating criminal cases 
the courts levied $404,077 in fines, $253,365 in 
costs and dished out 3,465 years of jail time. 

The department arrested 510 perscHis <mi 713 
drug related charges, resulting in the seizure of

State troopers supervised 3,637 state auto 
inspections and 21,506 mechanics.

studrats, and memboi of 
dvic organizations to ride 
in police vehicles. 

"The idea is that the 
people need an oppor- 
tunity to see what police 
are sill about," said Wall. 
"It is good for the of- 
ficers, too, because it 
alldws them to be exposed 
to the vast majority of 
citizens who appreciate 
law enforconoit. You've 
got to remember, the vast 
majority of our clients are 
not glad to see us." 

Wall was unable to say 
exactly how many dtizois 
had participated in the 
nine month-old program, 
but he expressed satisfac- 



tion with the response he 
hu seen. "So far, the 
program has been well 
worthwhile," he said. "In 
^ms of dollars and cents, 
this program costs me 
nothing because the of- 
ficers that are assigned 
would be out patroling 
aiqrhow.

The problem, simply, 
involves able-bodied 
motorists parking their 
vehicles in areas design- 
ated for handicapped 
drivers. "Persons with 
mobility impairments 
need to park close to 
where they want to go," 
said Joseph P. Schrank, 
past president of the 
Virginia Beach DAV 
chapter. "Persons using 
artificial limbs and 
carrying heavy packages a 
long distance can ex- 
poience serious pain and 
eVen bleeding. Those with 
wheelchairs, walkers, leg 
braces or artificial limbs 



need larger, specially- 
designated spaces in order 
to get jn and out of their 
vehicles." 

Virginia Beach is not 
the only community 
plagued by this 
phenomenon according to 
national DAV Comman- 
der Edward G. OaOui. 
"This abuse is so wide- 
spread that it is a problem 
in every town in America, 
bar none," he said. "For 
years, this has been 
griping handicapped 
drivers from coast to 
coast, so the DAV is going 
to do something about 
it." 

Schrank and chapter 
Commander Robert 
Shesler went before City 
Council, requesting that 
handicapped parking 
within the city be "clearly 
marked, above ground, 
and installed in all spaces 



reserved for the handicap- 
ped." In January, Council 
unanimously passed the 
motion and pledged com- 
plete support of the en- 
deavor. The DAV donated 
100 authorized metal han- 
dicapped parking signs to 
the dty, area mUitary, in- 
stallations, and a number 
of businesses. The dty's 
police department has 
joined in the campaign, 
stepping up its issuances 
of citations to those 
violating the parking 
code, according to 
Schrank. 

Handicapped Aware- 
ness Month will be "an ih- 
tensive public education 
campaign," Schrank said. 
"Our message to able- 
bodied Americans is sit^- 
ple: 'Handicapped 
parking is for handicap- 
ped people. Don't put 
yourself in their place.'"

Industry Is Big Business 



Often, Virginia Beach is thought of, 
and wrongly so, as "just" a tourist town. 

Tourism does indeed make up a great 
deal of the definition of this 310 square 
mile city. Last year, some 2.5 million 
visitors stayed overnight in Virginia 
Beach, spending $210 million while here. 
Of that, $19.6 million went into the city's 
coffers in the form of direct revenues 
from such taxes as those for cigarettes, 
lodging, restaurants and entertainment. 
The city, meanwhile, spent just $2.9 
million on tourism expenditures. More 
than 1,200 employees were engaged in 
tourism-related jobs, and over 1,300 
businesses are actively involved in travel 
and tourism. 

It is easy, then, to see how one could 
mistake Virginia Beach as nothing more 
than a summer resort. Tourism is, 
however, not the only focus of Virginia 
Beach's Department of Economic 
Development. Convention promotion is 
also emphasized with the spotlight falling 
on the city's convention center, the 
Pavilion. Last year, 20 conventions at- 
tracted 71,400 delegates who spent 
$30,600,000. Of that, $1.5 million was 
returned to the city general funds in taxes. 

Again, the city depends on its visitors. 
There is, however, one branch of the 
Department of Economic Development 
which caters to the needs of permanent 
residents, both the ones who have been 
here awhile and those it seeks to attract. It 
is the Division of Industrial E>evelopment. 

Working with the Virginia Beach 
Development Authority, the division's 
thrust is to enhance the stability of 



Virgiiiia Beach's diverse economy. Of 
the nine major industrial areas in Virginia 
Beach, four are city developed. The 25- 
acre Lynnhaven Industrial Park is home 
for 12 companies, employs 300 people, 
and is fully developed. Also at full oc- 
cupancy is the Airport Industrial Park. Its 
202 acres house 67 Hrms and 2,750 em- 
ployees. Oceana West Industrial Park, 
situated on 1,000 acres, has 27 companies 
at present and 4,600 workers. The 39-acre 
Little Creek Industrial Park offers access 
to deep water and potential for marine- 
oriented development. Presently, no 
companies have located there. In the 
remaining five private industrial areas, 
some 2,000 persons are employed by 120 
companies. 

A few strokes on the old calculator 
shows that close to 10,000 people are em- 
ployed by Virginia Beach industries. A lit- 
tle more mathematics reveals the city 
realized $654,780 in real estate taxes on 
industrial land last year, while spending 
just $379,923 in promotion of industrial 
development. 

By this time, the point has been ham- 
mered home. Industry in Virginia Beach is 
big business. Also contributing to the 
city's economy are agriculture, construc- 
tion and real estate, the military, retail 
and wholesale, plus conventions and 

tourism.

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A Trooper 
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Most police departments admit that 
they depend on the State Police to be there 
when the call comes. Whether its in the 
mountains of western Virginia where fac- 
tory workers are rioting, or on the 
Virginia Beach boardwalk where Ku Klux 
Klansmen are demonstrating, the State 
Police can be on the scene within minutes. 

State troopers and local police ofHcers 
are similar in some ways and unalike in 
others. Both groups work jobs which may 
be hazardous to life and limb, but are at 
the same time personally and emotionally 
rewarding. Both groups wear badges, 
carry guns, have powers of arrest and a 
commitment to upholding the law and 
protecting the public from harm. Both 
groups of public servants say they are un- 
der paid: trooper salaries range from 
$15,213 to $20,791; and police officers 
make from $14,280 to $20,208. Troopers 
do not respond routinely to domestic 
calls, unless the trooper is assigned in a 
rural county. Police officers respond to 
all kinds of domestics, but are not respon- 
sible for the slew of motor vehicle inspec- 
tions and inspectors which are indirectly 
charged with keeping America's 
automoDiies sailing safely down the high- 
ways. 

Troopers receive 40 hours of classroom 
training yearly, and police officers catch 
up on school every two years. The 
primary reasons troopers get more 
training are that there are fewer of than 



to contend with, and at their professional 
level, laws and compliance regulations, 
such as with motor carriers and hazardous 
materials, change so often that a yearly 
update is necessary. In lean budget tones, 
however, even the state police missed a 
year of instruction, it is reported, about 
five or six years ago . 

Troopers also like being able to take 
their patrol cars home with them at night. 
As one trooper put it, "when you need 
your brakes, you know you're goins to 
stop." Pofice patrol cars, far greater in 
number than state patrol cars, are used by 
different officers at different times. 

The local and state police enjoy a very 
good working relationship and a keep ap- 
preciation of each other^s jobs. There is 
no bitterness nor animosity between the 
two powerful groups, but instead, a sense 
of brotherhood. 

Local officers and troopers are charged 
with policing society during a period in 
history unprec^ented in its levels of 
povoty, disease, inhumanity, and crime. 
There are no simple solutions to the ills of 
the world. There are only politicians to 
write and pass the laws which govern the 
land, law enforcement officers to apply it. 

Wouldn't it be nice if we lived in a 
wf^ld with no need for law enforcement. 
A domesticated, intellectual world where 
economic and social problons are han- 
dled with reason and with logic; not with 
emotion and blindness.— G.D.G.

Supervise, Not Dictate 

"He's a very fine trooper and does a very good 
job," said First Sergeant N. K. Paul, one oi 
Virginia State Trooper Joseph Delia Vecxhio** 
supervison. 

Paul has been Delia Vecchio's supervisor since 
last February. Paul's attitude towards troopers, 
stress and its relationship to their family helps the 
law enforcement officials better perform their 
duty. As noted in the feature story on DeUa 
Vecchio, the department no longer requires the 
trooper to put his job btiact all else. Now the wife 
and family are highly regarded by the depart- 
ment. 

"If you treat the trooper and his family right, it 
wiU create a good productive environment in 
which the officer can work," Paul said. "Hiat 
way, he wiU want to come to work and enj<^ it." 

Paul said as long as there is sufficient 
manpower and the trooper needs off, he'll get it. 
But the decision Ls always up tp the discretion of 
the trooper's supervisor. 

"tt's up to each individual supervisor, but I 
think it's good human relations," he said. "AU 
you have to do is give a reason for your decision 
and the trooper wUl better understand it. 
Supervisors shouldn't be authoritative and Uke a 
dictator."

Both incidents occurred on Sunday 
night and it appears the burglars got inside by prying 
open the outside doors leading into the club. During the 
most recent burglary, over $1,500 in damage was done 
to the interior of the building. The items taken indude

State Police arrest 407,478 jjeople; courts impose millions of dollars in fines 



Hie following facts and figures on the \%ginia 
Department of State Police were conpiled from its 
latest, the 1981 aimual report: 

Today there are a total of 1,329 troopers,, 
and 576 civilians in the department. 
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Total number of arrests numbered 407,478 with 
391,643 or 96.1% of these arrests related to 
highway incidents. In, adjudicating traffic cases 
the courts imposed $10.9 million in fines and 
assessed $6 mUliai in c(Kts. The courts also 
generated $2 miUion in revenues in overweight 
transport cases and imposed jail sentences 
totaUng 737 years, hi adjudicating criminal cases 
the courts levied $404,077 in fines, $253,365 in 
costs and dished out 3,465 years of jail time. 

The department arrested 510 persais on 713 
drug related charges, resulting in the seizure of 
$117 milUon wcMth of drugs, 21 vehicles and 
$151,136 in currency. 

State troopers supervised 3,637 state auto 
inspections and 21,506 mechanics. Revenues 
resulting^from the inspectiwis totaled $7.2 million 
and consumed 2.5% of all trooper man hcxirs.

They went for the video taping, and Amy was 
asked to say her name, age, and talk about 
t^rself. Two days later General Electric picked 
her to be in some commercials they ««re tai»ng 
for a new equipment ad campaign entitled "Total 
AuKrican Family."

There is more to police 
' work than that which 
,' viewers are shown on 
television, according to 
Virginia Beach Police 
-' Chief Charles R. WaU. 
High speed chases and 
daring shoot-outs are very 
"^ infrequent, especially in 
' Vhrginia Beach, he says. 
To assist residents in 
their understanding of 
r police buaness, Wall last 
January instituted the 
"Ride-Along Program." 
^« Designed to develop a sen- 
r se of mutual respect and 
understanding between 
police and the com- 
munity, the program 



allows for dtizens, college 
students, and members of 
civic organizations to ride 
in police vdiicles. 

"The idea is that the 
people need an oppor- 
tunity to see what police 
are aU about." said WaU. 
"It is good for the of- 
ficers, too, because it 
alldws them to be exposed 
to the vast majority of 
citizens who appreciate 
law enforcemoit. You've 
got to ronember, the vast 
majority of our clients are 
not glad to see us." 

Wall was unable to say 
exactly how many citizens 
had particiiMted in the 
nine month-old profnun, 
but he expressed satisfac- 



tion with the response he 
has seen. "So far, the 
program has been well 
wOTthwhile," he said. "In 
terms of ddlars and cents, 
this program costs me 
nothing because the of- 
ficof that are assigned 
would be out patroling 
anyhow. After about a 
year or 18 months, we'll 
evaluate the program for 
concrete positive and 
negative feedback." 

M^j. D. G. McCloud, 
commanding officer of 
the uniformed division 
and supervisor of the 
program, said "the num- 
ber of people who have 
taken part are not really 
indicative of our feelings 



about the success of the 
program. So far, I think it 
has gone over real well." 

AU persons who apply 
for the program are war- 
ned of the possible 
dangers. "It is tttxtgoiud 
that unusual circum- 
stances might exist which 
would subject the jmi- 
tidpant to undue danger 
and hazardous con- 
ditions," reads the dis- 
daimer prospective par- 
tidpants must sign. Ricksrs 
"fuUy and foTtvtt ttlwae 
and discharge the Oty of 
Virginia Beach, iU p^ce 
officers, agoits and em- 
ployees, from any and lUl 
claims, demands, 
damages, rights or ac- 



tions, or cauMS of actions, 
IMres^tttf future..." 

Once signed, a 
b^l^otud check is con^^ 
iaOicd upon aU anriiants, 
an^ those with one m more 
fdmiies or misdemeanor 
convictions involving mond 
turf^tude, diriionesty, or 
infamous or notorioudy 
di^raoeftil conduct, WUl 
be barred \from the 
program. ' 

All paperwork aside, a 
h(^t officer is. anigned, 
and pairticipants are 
assigned a date and time 
to show up at the precinct 
in whidi they Uve. They 
are given a brief tow of 
the facUity, and then, th^ 
embark with their 



patrolmen for a night on 
the town. 

For most, however, the 
exdtement level is some- 
what lower than what they 
might expect from wat- 
ching television. 

"When we went out, 
nothing reaUy happened 
that night, just a lot of 
domestic calls," said 
Beach resident Robert 



Vose. "We were hoping to 
run maott a burglary <»- 
some oth^ risky situaticm, 
but it ne^ happened." 

StiU, Vpse said he was 
not disappointed. "I 
wasn't reaUy mit tben ji»t 
looking for action," he 
said. "I was reaUy just 
trying to get a fed for 
what pdice do becaij^ my 
nd^bor is a cop. I| gained 



a great deal of i^^red- 
atioo for aU the paper- 
work that poUce are sub- 
jected to." 

Vose uad he gained an 
aiqjredttion as weU for 
the int^tect poUce officers 
must possess. "We went 
in a lot of famUy-type dis- 
agreemmts and the officer 
bad to reason with these

Veterans Parking Aware- 
ness Month." 

In an informal 
ceremony in the mayor's 
office, Jones presented

local DAV Senior Vice- 
Commander Mike Manzi 
and Junior Vice- 
Commander Harry 
Wheelhouse a mayor's 
proclamation supporting 
thdr efforts in the project. 

The problem, simply, 
involves able-bodied 
motorists parking their 
vehicles in areas design- 
ated for handicapped 
drivers. "Persons with 
mobility impairments 
need to park close to 
where they want to go," 
said Joseph P. Schrank, 
past president of the 
Virginia Beach DAV 
chapter. "Persons using 
artificial limbs and 
carrying heavy packages a 
long distance can ex- 
perience serious pain and 
ev^n bleeding. Those with 
wheelchairs, walkers, leg 
braces or artificial limbs 



need larger, specially- 
designated spacM in order 
to get jn and out of their 
vehicles." 

Virginia Beach is not 
the only community 
plagued by this 
phenomenon according to 
national DAV Cmnman- 

der Edward O. OaUan. 
"This abuse is so wide- 
spread that it is a problem 
in every town in America, 
bar none," he said. "For 
years, this has been 
griping handicapped 
drivers from coast to 
coast, so the DAV is going 
to do something about 
it."' 

Schrank and chapter 
Commander Robert 
Shesler went before Qty 
CouncU, requesting that 
handicapped parking 
within the dtybe "dearly 
marked, above ground, 
and instaUed in aU spaces 



reserved for the handicap- 
ped." In January, CouncU 
unanimously passed the 
motion and pledged com- 
plete support of the en- 
deavor. The DAV donated 
100 authorized metal han- 
dicapped parkmg signs to 
the dty, area mUitary, in- 
staUations, and a number 
of businesses. The dty's 
police department has 
joined in the campaign, 
stepping up its issuances 
of citations to those 
violating the parking 
code, according to 
Schrank. 

Handicapped Aware- 
ness Month wiU be "an ih- 
tensive pubUc education 
campaign," Schrank said. 
"Our message to ablje- 
bodied Americans is siih- 
ple: 'Handicapped 
parking is for handicap- 
ped people. Don't put 
yourself in their place.'"

"TryMig to make it to 
the Olympics may be the

Spring flowering bulbs are among the most useful 
plants for the Virginia Beach home gardener. They will 
bloom for many years as attractive features in the land- 
scape, with very little care. They are not subject to 
serious insect or disease problems. In addition, they 
may be used to provide colorful flowers as potted plants 
in the home during the winter and spring. 
^ Some of the low growing types like crocus and the 
miniature spedes of daffodil, hyacinth, tulip, and Dut- 
ch iris, are espedally useful for edging around a patio or 
in front of shrubs in the found^cm planting. Spring 
flowering bulbs are also useful for naturalizing in a 
woodland garden or in the partial shade of trees. 

Most bulbs should be planted u groups or clumps of 
one type or color. This provides suffident mass to be ef- 
fedive in the landscape. The smaller the blossoms the 
more bulbs you should plant for a dramatic display. 

All spring bulbs will produce the best growth and 
finest fiowen when planted in a sunny location. Don't 



hesitate to plant them among trees whose leaves will not 
be shading the ground until later in the spring. 

Spring bulbs require a fertile soil with good drainage. 
Many of our soils in Virginia Beach have a drainage 
problem, but you can still grow bulbs if you add organic 
matter to the soil before planting. Organic matter will 
aid in drainage and you will also end up with a raised 
planting bed which will increase drainage. 

Bulbs seem to do better if you use an CM-ganic fertilizer 
at planting time. Cottonseed meaCbeofimeal, and fish 
meal are popular bulb fertilizers. Inorganic fertilizers 
can be used, but their benefits are limited. 

Be sure and plant bulbs at the recommended depth. 
Depth will vary according to the type of bulb; three in- 
ches for crocus to ten inches for allium. Check with 
your local nursery when buying bulbs for the correct 
planting depth. 

Daffodils are an excellent choice for Virginia Beach. 
These bulbs can be depended on to provide you with 
many years of virtually carefree blossoms. I would not 
recommend spending alot of money on tulips. At best, 
only expect to get three years of good flowers from 
tulips. All too often the plants decline in vigor after 
just one year ^ 

There are many spring bulbs to choose from, so try 
something different this year. Tall Dutch iris do very 
well in Virginia Beach and should be used more often. 
These flower in late spring and are excellent for use as 
cut flowers. Dutch iris are available in white, yellow, 
purple and several bi-cok>rs. Flowering height is ap- 



proximately IS indies. 

Some other possibilities for the Beach garden are 
minature iris, fritillaria, Gredan windflowtrs, allium, 
anemones, and mountain bells. Spring bulbs are good 
investment so take advantage of the quality bulbs now 
being sold at nurseries and garden centers in Virginia 
Beach.

Librarians may be intensely committed to their 
business and sophisticated in tlM use of new 
techndogies, but they are certainly nd dull, evening 
recepticms, dinners, library schod and alunmi gather- 
ings, wine and cheese parties, nooo-tim^ buffet 
luncheons and an evening "cinema nitecap", a preview 
of some of the exciting new fihns acquired by the 
Virginia State Library, provide repeated opportunities 
few librarians tosociali« together. 

I recommend the 1982 Virginia Library Association 
Conference to everyone in Virginia Beach. I think a 
glimpse at Pavilicm during the three days of the 
conference will convince you that librarians and 
librarianship are dynamic and aUve. Stop by and lode 
around and I think you will gain a new understanding of 
an often misunderstood profession. And dm't worry ~ 
you can talk as loud as you want.

Both sides of the con- 
troversy over the realign- 
ment of General Booth 
Boulevard at the Nimmo 
Church will be given a 
chance to express their 
opinions next Monday at 
the formal meeting of 
Council. 

At the informal session 
last week, Council had 
agreed by consensus (7-3) 
to a go along with a 
request from Nimmo 
Church representatives to 
relocate a portion of the 
highway farther south so 
that the church would not 
be separated from its 
parking area. 



But Monday afternoon, 
Mrs. Miry Virginia 
Mathews, who would, be 
affected by the shift, said 
she was opposed. 

Mrs. Mathews said she 
owns 50 acres south of the 
church's parking lot. She 
said she has lived there for 
32 years and has taught in 
Virginia Beach schools for 
32 years. She said she has 
personal and sentimental 
reasons for opposing the 
realignment. 

She also maintained 
that Council was setting a 
dangerous precedent in 
using tax money to 
relocate a private parking 
lot and that major alter- 
ations to the road plan 



should not be made after 
another alignment was 
approved at a public 
hearing. 

Mathews further main- 
tained that the church 
could acquire vacant land 
to the northeast or to the 
northwest for a parking 
lot and has land northeast 
of the church where an old 
education building has 
been torn down. 

Last week Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan 
and Coundlmen John A. 
Baum and W. H. Kitchin 
III objected to changing to 
an alignment different 
from the one approved af- 
ter the public hearing. 

What Council did Mon- 



day afternoon was have 
the item placed on next 
Monday's agenda so that 
citizens will have the op- 
portunity to speak on the 
proposed change. 



Council made last 
week's decision on the 
recommendation of 
Public Works Director 
Oral Lambert who said 
that it was actually a bet- 
ter alignment although it 
will cost close to $200,000 
more and because it would 
be safer for the people 
who have to cross the road 
from the church parking 
lot to the church. Also, 
Lambert said that no ad- 



ditional money was'Qcing 
requested . for ' the 
$3,049,300 General Booth 
Boulevard project. The 
cost will not be known un- 
til the bids are received, he 
said. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum pointed out that or- 
dinarily when a road is 
widened, the bordering 
property is made more 
valuable. 

Mathews said she would 
have to lose part of her 
property and did not 
believe a parcel of less 
than 50 acres would be at- 
tractive to a developer. 

She said the church 
already has parking where 
members do not have to 



cross the road. 

Councilman Robert G. 
Jones asked whether ac- 
tion taken last week was 
formal. 

When told that it was 
not. he said the alignment 
should have been brought 
up at a public hearing and 
suggested advertising for 
another public hearing. 

Baum said that legally 
Council made no decision. 

Councilman W. Kitchin 
said he had understood 
that no formal vote was 
required and that the 
majority of Council had 
given Lambert the go- 
ahead on the project. 

Mayor Louis R. Jones 
said the consensus taken 



by him was 7-3 in favor of 
the realignment. 

Lambert said that 
legally an official vote is 
not necessary and that a 
public hearing is not 
required by law but is a 
courtesy extended to 
citizens. 

City Attorney Dale 
Bimson agreed that no 
public hiring is required 
by law. 

Vice Mayor Barbara 
Henley suggested that sin- 
ce the item is controversial 
it should be treated as an 
agenda item to allow the 
public an opportunity to 
speak.

lockers when evidence suggests that the welfare of 
students and other persomel may be threatened. The 
decisioi to search shall be made by the principal and 
his delegate. The search shall be made in the presence 
of at least one witness. Discovery of Ulegal or 
dangerous materials shall be repeated to the office of 
the superintendent." 

Acceding to Fahey. the present policy is too vague 
and may violate students' civil rights under the Fourth 
Amendment to the Qmstituticm. And. although there is 
no record of a strip search in Virginia Beach in more 
than 20 years. Fahey says the practice should be 
abdished because it is inhuman. "Even pdice do not 
use strip searches on hardened criminals." he said. 

Others, however, are unsure that any problems exist 
in the present pdicy. "In my 26 years with the school 
system, I've never had any difficulty with the search 
and seizure pdicies," said Assistant Superintendent 
Robert P. Stenzh(»m. 

Fahey, in June, proposed that a new pdicy read as 
fdlows: "When schod officials have a reasonable 
suspicion that ccmtraband is hidden in a student's 
locker or on his perscm, they may act cm this suspicion 
and search the locker or the student without the 
student's consent. The student wUl be present when 
the locker is searched. In ho cijfcumstahces wUl strip 
searches of students be authorized." 

Fahey also prc^osed limiting the use of dogs in 
locating drugs in lockers. 

"Sniffing dogs should not be permitted in oonjunc- 
tioa with mass searches, but may be used by schod 
administrators when a particularized suspicion of 
contraband is present," Fahey's prqKxal read. "A 
search initiated by the police or with pdice invdvement 
shaU be based on probably cause and a search warrant 
shaU be required." 

After reviewing Fahey's proposals, Lacey issued a 
number of qpinicms in an Aug. 30 letter to BrickeU, 
many of them agreeing with the recommendations of 
Fahey. Sane of them, however, disagreed. 

"As stated by the United States Supreme Court, 
'students do not shed their constitutional rights upon 
re{u;hing the schodhouse door.'" Lacey wrote, citing 
tl» linker versus Des Mdnes Schod District case of 
1969. Students should "be free from unreasonabte 
searches and seizures." However. Lacey continued, 
"seardies of students need only meet a lower standard 
of 'reasonableness' rather than the more stringent 
'probable cause' requirement that is appUcable to 
seardies in the criminal law context. 

"So long as a schod is pursuing its legitimate 
interest in maintaining the ader, discipline, safety, 
supervision and education of students, the Fourtii 
Amendment does not require that a warrant be 
obtained before searching a student," Lacey's letter 
read. "Nearly all jurisdictions which have decided this 
question have permitted such searches to be conducted 
when a schod official has reasonable cause to beUeve 
that a student has vidated school pdicy." 

Lacey went on to write that "reasonable suspicion 
that (xmtraband is hidden in a student's locker is 
uimecessary to conduct a search of a locker. 
Continuing. Lacey wrde: "I believe that is is entirely 
IKoper for schod dficials to search a locker to 
(tetermiM whether it ooatsdns any item probhibited by 
Unf or schod policies and regulations or which might 
otlierwiM be contrary to the health, safety a«l welfrve 
of the students and the schod. I would also reiterate 
that schod officials may condiKt mass searches td 
lockers witlmit any reasonable suspidon that they 
MDtain prdiibited items."

mended that the student be present when his locker is 
searched." 

Lacey refuted Fahey's caU for prdUbition of 
drug-searching dogs in mass searches, saying the 
proposal "makes Uttte, if any sense. ..Ibe courts have 
generaUy approved the use of drug-sniffing dogs in 
mass searches of lockers and other storage fodUties." 
Countering Lacey, Fahey again quoted Rogister, 
who, in Us article, wrote: "Few courts have considered 
the legaUty aS using drug-smffing dogs in schod 
inspections, and those who have addressed the issue 
reached opposite results. Using federal case^ as a 
guide, it is reasonable to speculate that the use of 
drug-snifBng dogs wiU not be permitted in conjunction 
with mass searcbes, but may be used in cases where 
some ptfticuUuized suspidon exists." 

Dogs were used diuii^ a midnight inspection of 
Princess Anite and Bayskie Hgh schods Uut year. No 
iUegal drugs of any sort were located, according to Gary 
FuUerton, assistant (firector of pubUc information for 
the schoote. "That just leads me tobeUeve that the kids 
are not keeping their drugs in the schods," commented 
Stezhom. StUl, pdice feel the use cS dogs is a good 
in-actice. "ft's inore or less a thing to check and see that 
drugs ar^ out of the schools," said Sgt. E. L. Jackson of 
the Juvenile Division. "We have to have a*ttMi at our 
disposal toiRxnbat drags'.^ Jackson sakl hrknew of no 
plans to conduct similar raids any time soon. 

Peccia said his committee is drafting a new poUcy 
that reads "very simUar" to one which was i^'oposed by 
Lacey. It reads: "Lockers or other storage faciUties 
made avaUd^ to stuctents for temporary storage of 
their personal possessions remain imder the contrd <tf 
the schod admintstration. The schod wjministration 
reserves the right to scardu lockers, desks or other 
storage fedUties for items wUch vidate state law, 
schod pdictes or regulations, or wUch may be harmful 
to Qie sdiod or its students. Lockers and other storage 
fiadlities are subject to periodic searches by schod 
(rffidals." 

Lacey's proposal conti^ited: '"Die schod adminis- 
tration also retains the right to search any student when 
there is a reasonable basis to beUeve that the student 
possess an item wUch vidates stitte law, schod pdides 
and regulations, or which may be harmfol to die schmd 
or its students. In ik> event wiU strip searches of 
stu^nts be comtucted." 

Both the ivesent pdicy aiKl Fahey's proposal contain 
langui^e that is "too restrictive," according to lacey, 
and the board's poUcy "shouU be relathrely simple," 
he sakl. 

Desinte the conflects with Lmey's letter, Fahey said 
he would vote for a policy sudi as the one suggested by 
Lacey. "I msy not be in total agreement with 
everytUng he says, but \iit suggestions are certainly 
better than what we have now," he said. "We have 
been qjerating uncter a system that has been ' 
repudiated by ti^e courte." 

Search and seizure poiides at neighboring systems 
differ. U NorfoUc ami U Qtesapealw, stuftents need net 
be present in orcter for a search oS their lockers to be 
made. U INxtsmotoh, however, a student must be on 
hand for a search, htorfolk and Portsmouth pstiabit 
strip searches ,^wUle in OtesapeidGe, tlrare to no policy 
on the subject. AU. time kjodities conduct searches 
"when necessary," and aU have found weapons and 
drugs, bi Vli^inia Beach, there to no record oi drugis 
being found in locken. As for weiqions, Stenzhom said 
he once found a sho^un in a locker.

What it costs to operate an automobile these days 
may be surprising. Buying gasoline is an obvious expen- 
se beoiuse a visit to the pump is a regular occurrence, 
but there are other costs you might not be thinking 
about. 

This article ^should hdp you detomine just what 
you'U be q)endaig this year (down to the cost per mile) 
for the maintomnce of diat shiny, new (or even that not 
so shiny or new} automobile. 

Hie cost of car ownership breaks down mto two 
cathodes: variable and fixed. 

VarUMe costs— pu and oU, maintenance and tires- 
are directly rdated to the number of miles driven. 

Fixed coftf— insurance, license and r^istration fees, 
and d^redation— generaUy are one-time costs which 
are detmnined more by the kind of car you drive and 
where you live than by how much you drive. 

While some fixed costs are the same evoi if the car 
remains parked in the garage, the more you drive the 
kss the per-mile cost will be. Conversely, a reduction in 
mileage mil raise the per-mile cost. 



Air conditioning: .IS cents per mile and 20 cenU per 
day. 

Depreciation for excess milatge: $43 per thousand 
miles over 13,000 annually. (The $1,336 is an average 
based on trade-in at the end of four years or 60,000 
miles, whidiever comes first.

Oil consumption, though not a nugor expense, should 
be figured in the same way, but remember to add the cost 
of every oil change. 

Maintenance — Expenses for tune-ups and other 
mami&iance depend on the age of the car. Even a car 
under warranty requires regular checkups and service. 

Money saved by neglecting needed service and repairs 
will show up in the form of increased depreciation. 

To determine the cost of maintenance, keep a record 
of idl expenditures. It's a good idea to have a notebook 
in the ^ove compartment for this purpose. At the end 
of the year, total the costs and divide by the number of 
miles (biven. Add the total to variable a>sts. 

Tires — Mving with reasonable care, with wheels 
properly aligned, will keep Ure wear to a minimum. On

speeds, hard cornering, rapid acceleration and quick 
stops contribute to tire wear and increased costs. Keep a 
record of your tire purchases and add to variable costs. 
Fixed Costs: 

Insurance— Add the premiums of all policies directly 
related to car operation: property damage and liability, 
a>mprehensive and collision. 

License, registration fees and taxes — These are 
usually once-a-year costs which you add to your total 
fixed costs. Sales and excise taxes paid when the car is 
bought are part of the purchase price and should not be 
included. 

Z>e/)recia/ion— Basically, this is the difference bet- 
ween what you paid for yoiu- car and what you sell it 
for. To arrive at your annual depreciation expense, 
subtract the trade-in value of your car from the pur- 
chase price and divide by the number of years you plan 
to keep the car. 

Finance charge—If you finance the purchase of your 
car, the aimual interest charges should be included in 
the fixed coits.

Fuel Consumption vs Operating Temperature 
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Here's The Place To Start If Your Car Is Losing Pep

If your car doesn't seem to accelerate as it once did, 
or if it scxnetimes feels like it can barely maintain speed 
oa an incline, you may have an engine problem that is 
causing a lack of power. 

Some things that can cause a lack of power include: a 
restriction in the exhaust system; a misaligned 
electronic-ignitioi trigger wheel; low engine compres- 
sion; or a defective spark-advance mechanism. 

Here are some suggesticms that may help you find 
the problem: 

Uncovering A restricted 
Exhaust System 

1. Warm the engine to normal operating tempera- 
ture. 

2. Connect a vacuum gauge and tachometer. The 
tachcnneter's ground lead, which is usually black, 
ccmnects to a clean ground aa the engine. The other 
lead, usually red, connects to the primary wire ccmtact 
<M) the ignition cdl. In most cars, the contact is the 
negative terminal. 

ImfXKtant: If you are cmnecting a tachometer to a 
GM HEI distributor, attach the red lead of the 
tachcsneter to the terminal marked TACH. Ycxi will 
probably have to use an adapter, which is comected to 
the terminal. The tachometer lead is then ccHinected to 
the bare-wire end of the adapter. 

3. Start the engine and let it idle. Then, accelerate 
gradually to about 2,500 rpm. If the vacuum gauge 
shows a steady reading when the engine first starts, 
drcqjs to when it idles and rises slowly during 
restriction. The restriction can be in any number of 
places, including the tailpipe, catalytic c(mverter at 
manifold heat ccmtrol valvcr 

Realigning A Trigger Wheel 

Generally, electronic ignition systems other than the 
GM HEI system have a trigger wheel that is rotated by 
the distributor shaft. As the teeth of the trigger wheel 
align with the pickup coil (or sensor), a surge of high 
voltage is transmitted by the ignition coil to the 
distributcM- cap, where it's picked up by the rotCM* and 
directed to sparkplugs. 

Actually, "trigger wheel" is what American Motors 
calls the part. Ford calls it an armature and Chrysler 
calls it a reluctor. 

In any event, aa. Fords, the part is held firmly to the 
distributee shaft by a small pin that fits into a groove in 
the shaft. If the distributor has been worked on, the pin 
may not have been reinstalled properly or may have 
been lost and not reinstalled at all. The trigger wheel 
may. therefore, be out of line with the pickup. This 
condition will cause misfiring, especially at higher 
speeds, and poor power. 

If the cause of your problem hasn't been uncovered 
and there has been an inexplicable change of initial 
spark-advance timing, it may be worth the effort to 
check the position of the trigger wheel. 

After you have removed the distributor cap and rotor, 
place two screwdrivers under the trigger wheel. Work 
the wheel off the shaft, but be careftil not to damage the 
teeth or lose the pin, if the pin is there. 



Note: If you can't move the trigger wheel with 
screwdrivers, use a small gear puller to get it off the 
shaft. Place a thick washer on top of the distributor 
shaft. Then place the puller so its turn screw rests en 
the washer and its jaws grip the inner shoulders of the 
trigger wheel. Turn the turn screw until the trigger 
wheel comes loose. Incidentally, you may not have to 
buy a gear puller if you have a battery cable puller in 
your tool kit. It wotIcs just as well. 

Check the trigger wheel for damage. If it's cracked or 
if a tooth is brdcen. replace it. 

Now, make sure the small rdl pin is in its slot in the 
distributcH- shaft and press the trigger wheel back 
firmly oa the shaft. Make sure the trigger wheel is 
pushed down securely, so the teeth align with pickup. 
No part of the rdl pin should extend either above or 
below the trigger wheel. 

htenud Engine Problems 

Engine-compression testing is the best method at 
your disposal for determining if internal engine parts 
are sealing properly. If compression is leaking past 
valves, pistons or a head gasket, loss of engine power is 
oie of several problems that can result. Others are hard 
starting, stalling, abnormally high fuel usage and 
rough miming. 

Note: Since testing invdves cranking the engine 
repeatedly without having it start, be sure the battery is 
ftilly charged; otherwise, the battery may weaken to the 
pdnt where cranking is wealc, and erroneous test 
results will occur. 

1. Warm the engine to normal operating tempera- 
ture. Then turn it off. 

2. Remove the carburetor air cleaner and all 
spariqrings. (Now is a good tune to lock for worn or 
damaged plugs.) 

■': Caution: Make sure spark plug cables are identified, 
so that when you reattach them to the cylinders they 
serve, you dm't switch them accidentally. Mismatch- 
ing cables and cylinders will cause the engine to 
misfire, which may damage the engine. 

3. Ground the ignition system to prevent a spark 
from ignitfaig fnel vapors or battery gas. In non-HEI 
systems, pull the distributor-to-ignition coil high-ten- 
sion cable fi-om the coil tower, attach one alligator clip 
of a jumper wire to the metal terminal in the cable boot 
and attach the other aUigator cUp of the jiunper wire to 
a clean metal part of the engine, such as the alternator 
bracket. 

To disable a CM HEI system, disconnect the wire 
attached to the BAT terminal in the distriburtor CKp. 

4. Pnt the end of the com|»csskM gaage flradjr tato 
the first spark ^jSng port. The end of your gauge may be 
threaded, so it holds itself; or it may have a cone shiqx, 
so you must hold it in place, hi either event, the end of 
the gauge must be tight in the spark plug port to keep 
compression fi-om leaking. 

Caution: if you have a screw-in compression guage, 
finger-tighten it. Dm't use a wrench. You may damage 
the spark plug port threads. 

5. Have someane in the car hold the accdenrtor 
pedal to the floor and crank the engtac for 10 secaads to 
assure four revoiutloas. Count needle defleoions- or 
engine surges, leaving the gauge in {4ace for the same 
number of deflections per cylinder. Record the reading. 
Repeat this procedure for each of the other c^inders 
and record the readings.

6. Study results in relation to minimiim and 
nuudmnm compression readings given hy the bmu- 
fKturer in service Uteratnre. If specifications arent 
available, use the fdlowing criteria: 

Readings no less than 90 pounds per square inch 
(psi) from each cylinder are generally acceptable, as 

long as the highest and lowest readings are within 70^ 
of one another. For example, if the highest reading 
cylinder is 140 psi and the lowest is 98 psi, with all 
others &lllng within this range, the engine shows 
marginally acceptable compression. 

If one cylinder, or more than one, is lower than 90 psi 
or not within 70^ of the highest reading cylinder, or if 
two side-by-side cylinders are 20 or more psi lower than 
the others, an abnormal compression loss exists. To, 
establish the reason, put about a tablespoon of SAE 
40-weight engine oU into the weak cylinder through the 
spark plug port and retest. If the new reading shows 
higher compression, piston rings are worn. If the new 
reading is much the same as the first reading, valves 
are sticking or burned, or valve seats are worn. If two 
adjacent cylinders stay 20 or more psi lower than the 
others, the head gasket is btewn. 

If one cylinder, or more than one, shows a reading 10 
psi or more above normal for the engine, there's 
probably a buildup of carbon in the cylinder 
Hgher-than-nonnal compression won't cause lack of 
power, but a buildup of carbon may be the reason your 
engine detonates, "nreat the engine with a carbon 
solvent. It may prove an effective, yet inexpensive, way 
to take care oi a spark-kiKKk in-oMem. If this fiails, the 
cylinder head may have to be removed to purge carbon 
fi'om cylinders and aroumi valves. 

Spaifc-AivHMcdIMMa 

Most breaker-point and electranic-ignition distribu- 
tors have two contrds that advance or retard ignition 
timing to meet the changing load demands on an 
engine. One of these is a vacuum-operated component 
that is normally located on the side of Um distributor. 

The other is a OMchanical device, consisting of weights 
aixi simngs inside the distributor, tlut takes over 
control where the vacuum advance teaves c/R. IW 
condition of both units may be checked with a timing 
light when you suspect fiulure of either is causing loss. 
Check the vmimb advance as follows: 

1. Ala Ike tiidig Ight at the tilriiBg auuks and ran 
englM al 14t§ ipm. 

2. Once the engtaM is wnrai, pal the vacmm hose 
from the vacmuB-ndvsMe honrt^ and c«fcr the eirf of 
the hose wUh yonr lli^r. Tlwre shoukl be luiticeable 
shifting (rf the timing mark in relation to the index 
poiitter. 

Note: You should abo feel a strong imU from the 
hose. If you don't, a bad or disconiwcted lK»e is 
affeoing qieration. 

3. ■eattacir the hose to tiM vacmHadvance 
hawta«. Ihe timing mark shouU return to wfaera it was 
before. 

If you don't get this action, refriace the vacuum 
adi^uM^e. The vuuum dii^diram in tlK chamber has 
imsbably sprung a leak.

Models 
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Tune Up For Sure Starts This Winter 



Last winter, American motorists paid a heavy toll in 
headaches and inccmvenience when their cars wouldn't 
start. 

Twenty-six percent of all cars on the road - more than 
1 out of every 4 in the nation - experienced at least one 
bout with starting failure last year, according to a 
Champion Spark Hug Company survey. The statistic 
represents a dramatic increase from the 21 percent a 
year earlier. 

Harsher winter weather can be blamed for some of 
the increase, but only because automobiles were not 
prepared, David L. Walker, Champion's directo- of 
autCHnotive technical services, said. 

"Despite a lack of proper pre-winter maintenance 
and engine service in 1980-81, mild weather allowed 
motorists to slip through the cold season, but those who 
tried in this past year found the weather to be a stiffer 
challenge," Walker said. "I'm sure many car owners 
will think twice before deferring maintenance this fall." 

The 26 percent figure for staring failures last winter 
was the highest total since 1977-78, Champion statistics 
show. 

TaacHips vital 

Walker said that the current survey reaffirms that 
engine tune-ups are the heart of reducing starting 
problems. Last winter, 12 percent of motorists bought 
new batteries, compared to 11 percent the year before. 
On the other hand, 25 percent had pre-winter tune-ups, 
down from 28 percent in the previous winter. 

"In other words, more persons bought batteries, 
fewer bought tune-ups, and more had headaches with 
winter starting," he said. 

"Many motoists continue to believe that weak 
batteries are the cause of starting failures, and 
therefore figure that a new battery will solve all possible 
problems. However, a weak battery is usually 
symptomatic of deeper ills. The battery gets ground 
down in futile starting attempts, and that's why 
recharging or replacing batteries is only a temporary 
measure." 

Walker explained that the battery is only one of the 
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DEEP TROUBLE - 

There are times like this 
when a fella wishes he'd 
spent a little time and 
money getting the car 
ready for the long, cold 
winter. On sub-zero 
mornings, a car that 
might otherwise start 
and go promptly can bog 
down from a night spent 
soaking in the cold. This 
is when a tune-up can 
really pay off, insuring 
fast, dependable starting 
and po'fcnrmance, regar- 
dless of the weather. 



items that may be responsible for dependable staring. 
Defective components, wear, or improper adjustment of 
the ignition system all affect the engine's ability to 
deliver satisfactory voltage and start. 
Vdtage ezptained 

Vdtage available from the ignition system must 
exceed the voltage required by the spark plugs to cause 
the engine to fire, he said. Worn spark plugs, reversed 
coil polarity, defective plug wires, a lean carburetor 
mix, and retarded ignition timing are a few of the more 
obvious things that can increase the vdtage required. 

"Often during wann or dry weather, such high-volt- 
age requirements go unnoticed, but the coming of 
winter weather can cause engine-starting headaches to 
begin," Walker said. 

Battery-starting ability drops 15 percent when tiie 
thermometer reaches 32 degrees F., and at zero 
degrees, starting power drc^s 35 percent. 

The natural impact of cold temperatures on the 

battery is one way in which available voltage for starting 



is reduced. D can also be curtailed by a o-adced 
distributor cap or a shorted coil, he adcted. 

The Champion survey also shows that starting 
problems in winter are a natiooal concern, and not 
limited to northern areas . New England had the highest 
incidence (rf starting fiulure - 30 percent. But all parts of 
the country had significant hard starting. Ibe lowest 
percentage in the nation was in the South Atlantic 
region, but even there, 23 percent oS motorists had at 
least one taste of hard starting. 

As might be e]q>ected, the incidence of starting 
trouble is lowest among late-model cars, but even then 
6 percent of 1982 cars experienced starting problems. 
The average car on the road is more than 6.S years old, 
and at least 30 percent of all vehicles this age or older 
had starting trouble. 

"Despite what automakers say about exteiKled 
service intervals, auto engines need regular care, and 
the best way to insure reliable starting and performance 
all winter is to have a &11 tune-up," Walker said.

Note: If there is more 
than one vacuum advance, 
consult a factory service 
manual. 

To test the mechanical- 
advance unit, which is 
commonly referred to as 
the centrifugal advance, 
connect a tachometer.

The time to think idxmt tires for added traction on 
snow-covered jMvement is before the first heavy 
snowst<nin hits. 

"If heavy anunuts of fvedpitation mix with the 
colder weather again this year, record snows could be 
dumped <m many areas causing extronely hazardous 
driving conditions," says Donald O. Brotzman, chair- 
man of the Tire Industry Safety CouncU. 

"With their deq>er tmd, h«ivier shoulders and wider 
tread gnioves, snow tires provide better traction and 
qukker starts and stops than conventional passenger 
tire," botzman say.

ami keeps the engine interior clean by gathering con- 
taminants and holding than in suspension for removal 
1^ the filter. 

If tlw oU is dirty and isn't changed often enough along 
with the filter, sludge can coat and clog the engine oil 
passages, which can result in costiy repairs. 
Check the plugs 

Before winter sets in, have the spark plugs checked out 
and replaced if necessary. This not only insures sure- 
fire starts that next sub-zero morning, but a time-up 
with fresh plugs can provide more than 1 1 percent im- 
provenmit in fuel ebonomy. 

Plugs diould routii^y be changed at least once a year. 

Once the engine has been started, avoid lengthy 10- or 
IS^ninute warm-ups. 

They're not only gas wasters; they could even damage 
the engine, says David L. Walker, director of Qiampion 
Spuk Phig Company's Automotive Technical Services 
DqMTtment. 

Even at bdow-zero temp^atures, most cars need to be 
running only a few minutes at tlM very most to be warm 
enough to <q}erate. Normally 30 seconds is sufficient. 
Reach cruising speed quickly for most efficient 
operation. 



But Brotzman warns against mixing bias or bdted- 
bias snow tires with radial tires. "Ifradiabareusedon 
the front, radials diould be used on the rear regardless 
of whether the vehide is front- or rear-whed drive. Tlw 
handling of a car can be severdy affected if jmi luve 
radials oo the front and nonnradials on the rear. " 



Check the tires 

Never reduce tire pressure to ircrease traction on 
snow or ice or in mud. It doesn't work. Excessive heat 
buOdup from underinflation can damage tires. 

During autumn, when outside tempoatures begin to 
drop, tires should be checked frequentiy because cold 



Try to keep warm by turning up the temperature and 
letting vent pressure alone force heated air through the 
car. 

Drive slower than normal when bucking a headwind. 

Shut off power-consundng accessories before turning 
off the ignition so the engine load is minimized for the 
next start. Don't rev the engine before shutting it off. 
Tcstthemostat 

Make sure the engine is opiating at the proper tem- 
perature. 

Too cold an engine can significantiy increase fuel con- 
sumption. An engine running at 123 degrees instead of 
its normal 180 degrees may be wasting one gallon out of 
every ten. 

At a cool lOO^^ree engine temperature, the loss in- 
creased to one ^on out of four. 

Have the thermostat checked now and tested; many 
do-it-yourselfers i^y it safe and automatically install a 
new unit once they have taken the trouble to remove the 
(dd one. 

Keep the tires up to factory-recommended pressure. A 
nine-percent improvement in fuel consumption is 
possible with properly inflated tires, a clean air filter 
and the fan belts tightened to specification. 



leather reduces tire inflation pressure. So don't be sur- 
prised when you have to add some air. 

Simply by correcting underinflation in their tires, 
motorists may improve tl^ gasoline mileage by three 
percent. 

Now is also a good time to have your alignment 
checked. Correct front-end alignment is essential for 
good tire mileage and safety. Ask your tire service man 
to dMck your shock absorbos, too. 

Watch for aataam leaves 

Watch for autumn leaves. Even when it's not raining, 
leaves have a tendency to retain moisture and create a 
slippery surface for tires. 

Take it easy on wet roads. Stopping on a wet road 
can take up to four times the normal distance required 
on a dry road. As water accumulates on the road, tires 
with shallow tread tend to hydroplane as speed increases 
particularly over 40 miles an hour. 

C^k tread and sidewall. Inspect the tires for tread 
and sidewall cuts and cracks or snags that might expose 
tire cords. 

A tire is considered worn-out when the remaining 
tread is less than one sixteenth of an inch. When this 
happens, tires should be replaced. 
Easy OB tarns 

Don't make sudden turns if you suspect the roadway 
is slippny. Make smooth, gradual changes, being 
careful not to ovosteer. To prevent slipping, pump 
r^>idly but lighdy on your brakes, gradually slowing 
your car. If you begin to slide, steer in the direction of 
tile skid, foot off the brake pedal until you feel you are 
in control. 

Avoid spinning wheels at high speed on ice or snow. 
If your car gets stuck, gentiy rock the vehicle back and 
forth by alternating between forward and reverse gears. 

If that doesn't work, get a push or a tow. 

Avoid a free-spinning wheel. When one wheel is 
stuck and the other is not, the free wheeel on an axle 
with a conventional differential gear turns at twice the 
speedometer speed and can cause the tire to explode, 
resuhmg in vehicle damage and po-sonal injury.

McClanan Requesting Study 

Contamination Possible 
On Land Eyed For Park

Councilw(»nan Reba McClanan is 
requesting the city's health depart- 
ment to study a parcel of land recently 
reccnnmended by the Vi^inia Beach 
Beautificatiai Commission for use as 
an oceanfiront public recreatioial park. 

The city owned land, an abandoned 
incineratOT site, is located just off 
Laskin Road and to the west of Baltic 
Avenue. The 18 acre tract is also 
situated right across the street from a 
similar 16 acre piece of land owned by 
local developer and investor Jerry F. 
McDcHinell. McDonnell is suing the 
Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
(HRSD) in a multi-million ddlar suit, 
alleging that HRSD discharged raw 
sewerage directly cmto his property for 
years. Studies indicate that the sewage 
has caused high bacteria and fecal 
counts oi 3.2 of his 16 acres, plus the 
presence of salmonella. 

McGanan is ccmcemed that because 
of the city's low water table, the 
discharge which has been pumped 
oito McDcmnell's land has seeped 
underneath Baltic Avenue and may 
have c(xitaminated the land the city 
has earmarked for public use. 

"It's a good question," McQanan 
said. "Logic would lead you to believe 
that the affluent did seep over. 

"I'll write the health department 
directOT a letter asking him to make 
sure that the area poses no health 
hazard. After all, preliminary plans 
are for children to be playing directly 
on the land." 

McDonnell is basing his case a- 
gainst HRSD (xi findings compiled by 
Dr. Carl Erkenbrecher, an environ- 
men|^i$t. and microbiologist. After 



tgar, he found the fecal counts in 
McDonnell's 3.2 acres of wetlands and 
marsh between 85 and 1,200 times 
higher than normal, healthy criteria. 
In additioi, he found concentrations of 
salmonella, a bacteria causing stcxn- 
ach cramps, diarrhea, fever, nausea 
and vomiting in humans. 

McDtmnell entered Erkenbrecher's 
findings as evidence against HRSD. 

"hi court HRSD admitted they 
had damaged me," Mc EKxmell said, 
describing his upcoming December 
court date with waste disposal c«n- 
pany as "Judgement Day for HRSD." 

"TTiey used private property to 
dump sewage to save moaey" he 
coitinued. 



Another Vu-guiia Beadi resident, 
Scott Sterling, owner. The Princess 
Anne Inn, also raised concerns over 
the sewage. 

"My main concern is for the health 
and welfare of the people in the 
community," Sterling said. "This is 
the largest health hazard in the state. 
Bacteria counts are 532,000 per one 
millicm. The state allows something 
like 20 or 25 parts per million." 

Dr. George Sjdund, director, Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of Health, 
said his department has not conducted 
a study because it has not been asked 
to. He says that m addition to 
Erkenbrecher's study, another study 
was conducted at another nearby 
marsh, with resulted in findings 
similar toErlanbreacher's. Ifc doesn't 
refiite Erkenbrechers's findings, in 
fact he indirectly suppats them by 
saying the two conclusions are basi- 
cally the same. 

Sjdund said the findings of the 
studies do not indicate "unusual 
situations as far as marshes are 
concerned." Sjdund said "normal 
tidal acticms flush out poUutants," 
and, that as he sees it, the marsh "is 
not a health hazard as it currently 
exists. People are. not becoming ill." 
Dr. Grayson B. Miller, state ep- 
idemidogist, Virginia Department of 
Health, Richmond, agrees with Sjo- 
lund that the wetlands on McDonnell's 
land are not contaminated with waste 
matter, and pose no threat to the 
conmunity. 

He said determining what is or isn't 
a health hazard is a "matter of 
semantics."

Two Choices 



To hear Lt. Gov. Richard J. Davis or 
Rep. Paul S. Trible tell it, Virginians are 
going to be in a fix if either man's op- 
ponent wins the Nov. 2 election to the 
U.S. Senate. 

When they appear together in public, 
the two politicians seem, on the surface at 
least, amiable enough. They slap each 
other on the back and vigorously shake 
hands. But, when given a soapbox upon 
which to speak, each man appears dum- 
founded in upholding the tradition of the 
Virginia gentleman. This campaign has 
taken on a note of ugliness. 

The primary issue in the contest is the 
economy and how each man can tackle 
the problem and hence create more jobs 
for the Virginia unemployed. This topic 
has become somewhat clouded in recent 
weeks, taking a backseat to efforts from 
both camps to discredit the opponent's 
character. 

Trible has been labeled "a do-nothing, 
press release congressman" by Davis. 
Trible, he says, has the worst House at- 
tendance record of any Virginia represen- 
tative in the past 10 years. "In order to 
put Virginia first, first you have to vote," 
says Davis' newest radio spot. According 
to Davis, Trible has broken his promise to 
not let compaigning affect his job as a 
legislator. , 

Trible, of course, denies the charges, 
saying his record is commendable and 
that Davis is misleading the public by 
juggling figures. Trible goes on to criticize 
Davis' voting record while mayor of Por- 
tsmouth, which Trible asserts is poor. 

Last week, Trible toW tt»« state 
NAACP convention in Norfolk that 
Davis cost Virginia blacks 1,000 jobs at 
Newport News Shipbuilding when he 
failed to fight former President Jinuny 
Carter's decision to send the carrier 



Saratoga to Philadelphia for an overhaul. 
An angry Davis responded, "He always 
says things that I've never talked about. 

In many ways, this election has become 
farcical. Neither man has concretely 
defined any real strategies for putting 
Virginians, particuarly the unemployed 20 
percent of black Virginians, back to 
work. Instead, the two politicians have 
chosen to cat-claw their opponent's 
reputation in a most ungentlemanly way. 

Thomas Jefferson, an original Virginia 
gentleman, could possibly be doing back- 
flips in his grave. He believed in honor 
among statesmen and in dignity in elected 
office. But T. J., a true man of letters, 
also understood the nature of man. 

•'Our children see the actions of our 
parents and learn to imitate," he wrote in 
his Notes On The State Of Virginia. "For 
man is an imitative animal. This quality is 
the germ of all education in him. From his 
cradle to his grave he is learning to do 
what he sees others do. " 

Thus, according to Jefferson, Davis 
and Trible can be excused for their 
behavior because each is merely doing 
that to which he has been conditioned. 3till, 
the voter is in a bind, unable to discern 
one candidate's propaganda from the 
others. Thursday night's televised debate 
between the two will do little, if anything 
to clear the air. 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch Sunday 
threw its support behind Trible, calling 
him the "true conservative" in this elec- 
tion. The Sun can make no such 
proclamations because, in reality, there 
are two excellent choices in this contest. 
While they Imve failed to draw «Ay lUoaft 
deliniation between themselv^, Davis and 
Trible have succeeded in sparking public 
interest in this mid-term election, perhaps 
inducing more citizens to vote in two 
weeks. — ^M.M.G 



Airborne 



Are we to believe that the absence of 
any documented cases of illnesses or 
deaths resulting from high pathogen 
counts on Jerry F. McDonnell's seaside 
marshlands means that a potential com- 
munity health hazard does not exist? 

Dr. Grayson Miller, Jr., state 
epidemiologist, Virginia Department of 
Health, Richmond, says he visited 
Virginia Beach and determined that as 
McDonnell's marshes exist today, the 
contamination which saturates his swamp 
does not pose a threat to the surrounding 
Beach Borough residents. 

Miller did not conduct any tests of his 
own, but decided to visit the proi*rty in 
question after reviewing a report sub- 
sidized by McDonnell. (McDonnel used 
the report, based on three studies conduc- 
ted by one researcher, as testunony in his 
legal battle with the Hampton Roads 
Sanitation District (HRSD), which he 
alleges willfully dumped raw sewage on 
his property for 12 years). 

Millo' does not deny that there are 
higher than normal levels of several types 
of bacteria in McDonnell's marshes. But, 
he says, there is no dango- to the surroun- 
ding community because the gams are 
not "airborne." TIm virusw do not fly in 
the wind, he says, and cannot be trans- 



mitted to humans without du-ect "hand to 
mouth" contact. He further supports his 
argument by asserting that there have 
been no reports of deaths or illnesses due 
to the bacteria. If pressed, however, he 
admits there is a "potential risk" of 
diseases being transmitted by kids and 
animals which may occasionally romp in 
the swamp. To compound the matter, 
Virginia Beach's director of health has 
ako declared that the McDonnell marsh is 
not a health threat. 

Even though two doctors have given 
McDonnell's property a clean bill of 
health, as long as human bdngs don't 
wallow in the muck, Coundlwoman Reba 
McClanan is asking for a health study of a 
parcel of land, the old incinerator site, 
which is located less than a stone's throw 
from McDonnell's property, and has been 
reserved for public recreational use. If 
any of the affluent has seeped undo* 
Baltic Avenue over to the city's land, the 
city should join McDonnell in dCTi a ndIn g 
that the HRSD eliminate the con- 
tamination. 

As for Dr. MOler, even if some bacteria 
is not airborne, to the layman, scmw of his 
ideas on what constitutes a coAmiiinity 
health hazard seem pretty flighty. 
— G.D.G.

Spouse Abuse Next Week 

Domestic violence will be the subject cH an 
investigative feature article to appear tai the next 
issue of 7%« VIrgMa Beach Sim. 

Public awareness iof sponse and child abuse has 
increased recently, and in next week's issue we 
will talk with Walter Oedle, assistant director of 
the ^rghila Beach Sodal Services Department, as 
well as a woman who was veAaUy and physical^ 
abused by her husband for yttm; a man who ased 
to assault his wile; and with an eqierlenced Beach 
police officer. 



"TIjc Qty of Virginia Beach, particularly its 
legislato's, is very well informed about the legitimate 
use of firearms," said Ernie Hyers, president of the 
2S0-member Virginia Beach Rifle and Pistd Gub. 
"People are beginning to realize that you dcm't control 
crime by legislating an inanimate object." 

Hyers* 46, has been a member of the club fix three 
years and has been cdlecting firearms since he was 12. 
A Norfdk native, Hyers spent four years in the Air 
F(»-ce and is now manager of security, eastern area of 
Virginia, for the C. & P. Teleph(me Company. 

Hyers, 46, has been VBRPC president for one year, 
said two-thirds of his club's membership is \^rginia 
Beach residents. He also says oftentimes the public 
at-large misunderstands the club's purpose an4 
phUosQphy* sad ^iN^egards tlM legal lise of weaippns. 

"The problem with the populus that wants gun con- 
trol is that they don't undo'stand the legitimate use 
of firearms," Hyers said. "They don't realize that $6 
million a year is spent on ammunition, and a very 
minute fraction of that ammo is used for criminal in- 
tent. Most of it is used for recrMtional. ' ' 

Absent any correlation b^ween gun control and 
reduced crime rates, Hyers maintains it is a violation of 
an individual's Constitutional rights to deny people the 
right to possess firearms. The VBRPC actively opposes 
restricting firearms legislation, such as Proposition 15 
which is coming up for vote this November in Califor- 
nia. The propose bill would aUow those people who 
already have firearms to retain p<»session, but it would 
preclude any new firearms purchase in tl» stiUe, plus 
barring the interstate importation of guns. The VBRJPC, 
which is a member of the National Rifle Association, 
(»ntributa funding to West Coast constituencies which 
oppose the proposed bill. 



Even though the recreaticmal use of firearms is 
acknowledged, the issue of gun contrd affects different 
people in various ways. 

"It's a very emdti(Mial issue," Hyers said. "When we 
read that someone was killed with a gun, we want to 
strike out against something to explain this senseless 
death." 

Guns, says Hyers, are like automobiles. The object 
itself is not dangerous, it is the operator which should 
cause concern. 

]n Virginia, if a crime is cOTimitted with the use of a 
firearm, a amviction carries with it a mandatory one 
year jail term. Hyers feels that in this case, the penalty 
should be three to five years f(x brandishing a gun. But 
attempts to banish the gun frcxn the h(»ne deals the 
deck in favo- of the criminals, and igncn-es the 
recreatiraial use of guns. 

"Put the punishment of the misuse of the firearm on 
the criminals," Hyers said, "not on the many citizens 

If a convicted felon, in a gun ccMtrdled state, was 
required to register firearm, he would not have to on 
grounds of self-incrimination. Since a convicted felon is 
precluded from owning a firearm in the first place, he 
could not be asked to give evidence against himself. 
Hyers also finds other evidence pertaining to why gun 
omtrd won't work. 

"Gun registration is the first step to ccmfiscation," 
Hyers maintains. "In every other country in the world 
which has experienced a military takeover, the first 
step was gun registration. But with the number of guns 
in America, even if our military collapsed, and with the 
number of private citizens owning guns, it would be 
difficuh fc«- any other country or government to come in 
and take over." 

In Virginia Beach, residents need a purchase permit 
to buy a hand gun. Permits are obtained at the Virginia 
Beach Municipal Center, central files, where applicants 
are investigated, fingerprinted and photographed. 



After the applicant receives the permit, it must be 
taken to the gun shop where the firearm is being 
purchased. This procedure must be fc^owed each time 
a gun is purchased, and can generally be completed in a 
day. 

"I think it's a good pdicy," Hyers said, "but I 
questi(» it in regard to somecme who buys firearms 
frequently and has to adhere to the process for each 
separate purchase." 

The VBRPC, in addition to shooting at its range in 
Pungo, also ccnducts several marksmanship, and 
hunter safety courses a year. Hyers views the club's 
basic objective this way: 

"Everyone who owns a firearm has an obligation to 
know how to operate it careftilly," he said. 

The club range is usually open on weekends. Those 
people who use the range enjoy shooting, Hyers said, 
"much like those persons who enjoy punching holes 
in a piece of paper.""

"Most accidents occur because people are not 
familiar with the firearm which they are handling," he 
said.

There is a new law in Virginia that will go into effect 
in January, 1983. All children less than four years <Ad 
must use child restraint systems while riding in a car. 
All safety restrains must be approved by Federal and 
State guidelines. 

The reascm for this new law is that the autonobile 
crash is the number oat killer of young children in 
Virginia, ahead of all types of accidents and diseases. 
Thousand more children are seriously injured each 
year. This situaticm could be improved by the simple 
use of safety restraints. 

Safety restraints cut your chances of being killed or 
seriously injured in an auto accident by 60% or more. 
To understand this, you must understand what happens 
during an accident. When a car stops suddenly, all 
occupants continue to move forward at the same speed 
the car was traveling. It is the steering wheel, 
dashboard or windshield that frequently stops people 
not buckled up. In a crash, a young child that is not in a 
safety restraint, becones a flying missle. If the car was 
traveling 30 mph, a 20 pound child becranes a 600 
poimd moving object. If the child was being held by a 
100 pound adult not wearing a seat beh, the child would 
be crushed by 3000 pounds of force. 

Prevent this from happening to your child by 
providing and using a safety seat. There are a number 
of different kinds of child restraints. Infant safety seats 
will place the child in a semi-reclined positicxi facing

This 
restraint system woukl distribute the force of an 
accident throughout the (Md's body. The choice oi 
toddler seau include a S poiitt harness system, a 
permanent mdded shield, and a combination shield 
and harness system. A harness system without a seat 
is also approved. 

You can purchase safety seats at many auto 
dealerships, department stores and child speciality 
shops. Shop around for one that can be properly 
installed in your car and one your child finds 
comfatable. Check the label to be sure it meets the 
new Federal Safety Standards and is approved by the 
Commonweidth of Virginia. It is the parent or 
guardian's responsibility to provide an approved safety 
restraint. Thisre is a fine for violating this law. 

When selecting a child safety seat, one can find many 
varieties in the stores. For infents carriers come in a 
love seat style and a trav-L<tte. For 20 pounds and ^ 
the preschod models may be designed with a five point 
harness style, fiiU shield style, booster seat style, ot a 
child harness system. Things to consider before you 
buy are: ' 

lyy out the safety restraint in your car. Some 
restraints don't fit all cars. 

Top tethers can be difficult to install. 

Practice buckling »your child into the seat. How 
convenient does the model seem to you? 

Check for child's comfort. Can she fi-eely move her 
arms? Can he se^ out the window? Is there roran fcM- 
bulky winter clothing? 

Prices of safety seats range from $24-$80. 

Check that safety restraint has , been dynamically 
tested under the new Federal Safety Standards. 

Instructions for installaticm must be stored on the 
restraint.

A glisteningly thick 
crimson syrup invitingly 
oozes all over a dozen or 
so plump strawberries 
that sit detectably upon a 
rich slice <rf shortcalK, all

The mere sight of so 
awesome a creation ex- 
cites the soul and stin the 
senses afaU who cast eyes 
upon it, and brings tears 
to those on a diet; those 
who are forever forbidden 
from partaking in its calo- 
rie-laden delights. 

On the horizon, how-

A miracle of modem 
science?

"Y«i can have a job for 
life#t Stihl, if that is what 
you are looldng for." 

Providing such jote to 
Virginia Beach is, accor- 
ding to Kensil, a feather 
in Stihl's cap. "We like to 
think we put mort into 
this community than we 
take out, he said. "We 
don't really rely on sales 
in this area so much. Stihl 
is not in the business of 
selling chainsaws to the 
guy in lower Manhattan. 
So, our primary market is 
in heavily wooded, rural 
areas you've probably 
never heard of."

like their competitors, 
Stihl instead sells its saws 
to private merchants.

"Evetycme who sells our 
saws is able to service 
them himself. That is the 
mistake our competitors 
have made - mass mer- 
chandising and going thi 
warranty route. If one of 
their customers needs re- 
pairs, the saw is sent off 
to Atlanta and he doesn't 
kniow if or when it will 
come back. With Stihl, 
you just take it back where 
you bought it, and it is 
fixed on the spot."

"Right 
now, we aie selling damn 
few professional units, 
but I guess that is pro- 
bably because of the 
housing industry." 

Despite such gloomy in- 
dicators, Stihl is mo^g 
forward with expulsion. 
This week, work is fimsh- 
ing oa extensive heating 
and dye-casting faculties 
that will allow the com- 
pany to manufacture its 
product m Virginia Beach 
without having to unport 
materials or compcnents 
from Germany. The con- 
struction costs for the 
100,000 square foot ex- 
pansion total $S miUion. 
When in full c^ration in 
1984, the new facility wiU 
employ an additional 200 
pec^le according to Ken- 
sil. These additions com- 
plement an ah-eady ex- 
isting 136,000 square foot 
manufacturing building 
and 25,000 square foot 
office building. 

Obviously, Stihl is in 
Virginia Beach to stay. 
Kensil, for one, could not 
be more happy. "I've 
been in the area since 
1956, and I've seen a lot of 
growth in this area." he 
said. "Virginia Beach still 
has a Icmg way to go, inso- 
far as attracting more 
industry, and we feel cai- 
fident that the city will be 
successful toward that 
end. There is no question 
that this is a good place 
for industry."

When it comes to decorating, color , 
malces all the difference. It may even be 
the single biggest facttn- determining 
room appearance. 

For instance, talce a room and 
decorate it according to two diffCToit 
color schemes. The change from one to 
the other can be dramatic, enormous, 
night and day~or, in some cases, con- 
temporary and traditional. 

DOne of those cases is featured in the 
currmt (Oct. 26) issue of Family Circle, 
a joint project of the magazine's editors 
and interior designers at Armstrong. 
They color-schemed a family room for 
people who -prefer contemporary decor 
and then again for others who favor 
traditional. 

View the two versions side by side and 
you'd hardly guess it was the same room. 
(They also did a living room, ako shown 
in the issue.) 

The contemporary version of the 
family room is Fowl, a splash of vivid 
primary coTors. In fact, the <»lor 
scheme is lipstick red and bright yellow. 

But it has its subtleties too. While it's 
not the first thing you'd notice, like the 
colors, there's an interesting interplay 
going among the red-group fabrics (on 
the ottoman, the throw pillows, the 
folding screens, in the Roman window 
shades). There's more red in the room, a 
whole wailful of it. The entire fireplace 
wall is enamel-painted lipstick re. 

The biggest block of yellow is the units 
of the modular sofa, which is covered in 
duck. More yellow: the enamel-painted 
wooden window trim and decorative 
molding that rings the waUs at ceiling 
height. , 

Softening the punch of the room s 
powerful primary colors are three off- 
white walls and an off-white Designer 
Solarian II no-was floor. These expan- 
ses of "non-color" make the red and 
yellow color scheme more livable, and 
the no-wax flooring contributes to prac- 
ticality by cutting down on housework. 

Another critical element in tiie room is 
the ash-wood furniture from 
ThoiSiMriller's award-winning "Country 
Coltce£ti." <it took « D«vbM at th« 
national furniture show this year.) 

The pieces are an armoire, tavern 
table, dining table and Windsor chairs. 
The style is an updated, streamlined 



"country," equally at home in a con- 
temporary setting. 

In the re-do of the family room, the 
architecture stayed the same (with the 
addition of a conventional mantelpiece 
to the fireplace) but the color scheme 
imderwent a drastic change. Instead of 
lipstick red and yellow, it's now mainly 
earth tones, augmented by navy blue and 
cream. 

The color scheme was borrowed 
almost ready-made from the terra cotta, 
taupe and ochre of the Solarian Supreme 
flooring. This super-dduxe no-wax 
flooring is distinguished by stjate-of-the- 
art styling and a durable "inlaid" con- 
struction. 

In its new persona, the family room 
might be described as either traditional 
or Americana. The focal point is an 
Amish quilt in terra cotta, navy and 
cream. The modular sofa was replaced 
with a traditional one uphoktered in 
plaid fabric the collors of the quilt. 

The red fireplace wall was repainted 
taupe and the other walls were papered 



in a tattersall check (terra cotta lines on a 
cream background) from the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art's 
American Wing collection. 

The furniture is somewhat eclectic. 
For instance, the coffee table shows a 
rustic or primitive influence while the 
bar has rounded, modem lines. 

The accessories, though, are ail 
traditional: numerous antiques and 
craft items, including a hand-polished 
wooden hobby horse over the mantel, 
willow twig baskets, a milk can, a wire 
basket stuffed with logs and a stoneware 
crock serving as a vase for a spray of 
buttercups. Bean pot lamps and pottery 
complete the accessori^. 

Finally, the yellow-«namelcd wood 
trim and moldings have been repainted 
terra cotta. And the red Romafa shades 
have made way for cottage curtains in 
white, trimmed with terra cotta. 

It's the same room, all right, but 
you'd have to look closely to tell. That's 
the kind of difference color makes.

Sir Rowland HiU, and English schoolmaster who was 
staying at the inn, overheard the conversation.

"I'm sorry you did that," the maid said. My 
sweetheart and I have adopted the plan of putting our 
messages on the outside of letter. We read those 
messages and then turn the letter back.

The maid's scheme made Sir Rowland think about tiie 
EngUsh Post Office Department and how it operated. 
HiU began examining the postal system, which was 
complicated and generally inefficient. 

Many of his observations and proposals were later 

adopted. .. . 

For example, he proposed that all mail be prepaid and 

that postage stamps be used to indicate payment by the 

sender.

occasionally romp in the contaminated 
areas, but notes "there's been no 
report oi disease, and no evidence on 
increased rates of Ulness." He also 
said that the future status of the 
marshlands is dependent on more 
adequate sewage treatment and dis- 
charge fiiciUties, such as the forth- 
coming Atlantic plant which will be 
located near Dam Neck and will 
discharge waste two miles off the 
Virginia Beach shoreline. 

McDcHinell is convinced there is a 
health hazard on his property, and 
accuses "bureaucracy" d clouding 
the issue and not admitting there is a 
significant problem to overeome. 

"That's so silly," McDoanell said of 
Dr. Miller's reluctance to describe the 
situation as a health hazard because 
people haven't, as far as anyone 
knows, gotten sick beciuue ci the 
bacteria. "That just shows the gauze 
of their thinking. I want to eliminate 
the hazard and protect the jniblic." 

HRSD blames the semge runoff 
onto McDonnell's land on the city's 
sewer and water lines, which HRSD 



says are cracked, leaky, and when it 
rains causes their system to overflow. 
The Fort Siacy military base also adds 
to increased use of the sewer lines. 

McOanan said problems of this sort 
have been ccntinuing m Virginia 
Beach for years, and that it's time 
public safety came more into the 
spotlight. 

"I think it's best we determine the 
safety before we determine the usage 
of a pica of property," she said. 

A HRSD spokesman who didn't 
wish to be named said in reference to 
the litigaticm with McDcmnell, "we 
don't agree with Mr. McDonnell and 
hopefuUy we can suppot our position 
in court, ft depends cm what is proved 
in court."

13. Security Fund 

A. Within thirty days after the acceptance of this 
franchise, the Grantee shall deposit with the City 
Treasurer and maintain on deposit through the term of 
its franchise the sum of $2,000 in cash and in addition 
shall post a construction performance bond in favor of 
the City of Virginia Beach in the amount of $100,000. 
The cash deposit shall serve as security for the faithful 
performance by the Grantee of all of the provisions of 
this ordinance, except those pertaining to construction 
of the system and compliance with all orders, permits, 
and directions of any agency of the City having jurisdic- 
tion over its acts and defaults under this ordinance, and 
the payment by the Grantee of any claims, liens, and 
taxes due the City which arise by reason of the operation 
or maintenance of the system. The construction per- 
formance bond shall serve as security for the faithful 
performance by the Grantee of all provisions of this or- 
dinance pertaining to the construction of the system and 
shall be in such form and with such surety as approved 
by the City Attorney. The construction performance 
bond shall be reduced in pro rata increments based upon 
capital investment.

Upon completion of construction as required by the 
franchise, the Grantee shall maintain an operating per- 
formance bond in the amount of $20,000 for the 
duration of the franchise. Application for bond reduc- 
tion may be made to the City Manager's office. 
Documentation of capital investment must accompany 
this request. Such documentation may be reviewed tn 
accord with section 9, paragraph C, and section 11, 
paragraph B. 

B. Within thirty days after notice to it that any

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Intervention Necessary 

Battered Wives Want To 
Save Marriage, End Violence

; "Not a holiday went by that I didn't expect to be beaten, choked, or have a knife 
or a gun at ray head," said Virginia Beach resident Dorothy Owens, a former bat- 
tered wife who was abused by her husband for six years before divorcing him. 

"At the time I thought I had to stay there and take it because all my needs were 
being supported, I didn't have an occupation and my husband said no one wanted 
an unemployed woman with five kids," she continued. "But I learned through 
counseling that I did not have to stay in that situation. Now I feel like a new person. 
It's hard to go it alone and you'll want 
to give up. But you can't. You've got 



to keep on fighting." 

Owens' case is a little different than 
tn(»t Virginia Beach spouse abuse 
i»ses in that her situation ended in 
divorce. Generally, experts say, the 
parties involved don't want the 
marriage to end. Usually the woman 
^t wants the violence to stop. But just 
to Owens learned, if people don't at- 
tempt to come to grips with an abusing 
situation, the potentially life 
threatening conflicts continue. 

"The basic problem is that some 
people never learn to relate to other 
people effectively," said Walter 
Credle, assistant director, Virginia 
Beach Department of Social Services, 
and convenor of the recently formed 
17-member Virginia Beach Spouse 
Abiue Council. "And other pressures 
push people in directions in which they 
art alroidy predisposed. 

"Many women who apply for public 
assistance are fleeing from their 
husbands," he continued. "They don't 
\i^t to admit that they are being bat- 
ter^ at home. They're ashamed of it 
aiul^ they've lost their self-esteem. 
tim l trth ifr t iinrrrrt wife doesn't want 
the marriage tb end . They just want the 
violence to ^op." 

Aca)rding to statistics supplied by 
Social Services, that agency has 
received a total of 332 calls from 
Virginia Beach females requesting 
emerg^cy shelter and related services 
from Jan. to July, 1982. These calls are 
usually screened and referred by the 
agfflcy's 24 hour crisis intervention In- 
teract team. It was the Interact unit of 
Social S«^ces which got Owens on her 
&et. 

B Following six years of beating, and a 

particularly severe 43 minute battering 

one morning, she was hospitalized and 

subsequently contacted by Interact to 

offer assistance. The unit gave her 

^pod 8tam|», and rent money for 

didtCT. She was also counseled, and 

j^ftced in a part-time job at Tidewater 

3S)mmunity College, Virginia Beach. 

She also began doing volunteer work at 

Social S^vices. She has since divorced 

faer husband of 13 years and obtained 

oistody of hor children. 

But not all battered wives fare as 

i See VIRGINIA.

When Love 
Gives Way 
To Survival

Dorothy Owens was married 
for two years before her husband 
began beating her. She was 24 at 
the time. He was 33. They were 
living in New Jersey. 

The beatings resulted over petty 
things, such as not cleuiing the 
floor sufficiently, not having his 
clothes prepared each day, or 
dancing too closely with someone 
at a party, which was what per- 
cipitated the first incident. 

"We couldn't go out and have 
a good time," she said. "He'd 
treat me like a queen while we 
were in public, but a%c, «t were 
alone he'd chidiq^. 

"The first time he beat me was 
after attending a friend's party. 
He said I was dancing too close to 
an old classmate of mine who was 
still liking me. Driving home that 
night he began cursing me, and 
s]iy}ping and hitting me with his 
hand which had big rings on it. 
We got home and be began hit- 
ting me and chasing me from one 
room to another. He fractured 
my jaw, busted my lip, bruised 
me and threw me down the 
steps." 

Owens attempted to under- 
stand her husband's behavior, 
but to no avail. The couple had 
money, he being a professional 
mechanic and she as a cleaning 
woman during the day and part- 
time at night. They even have five 
healthy children. What they 
didn't possess was the ability to 
effectively commuiiicate between 
themselves.

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Almost At 100,000

Who will be the new 
United States senator 
from Virginia? Which 
five Virginia Beacli resi- 
dents will represent their 
hometown in the state 
House of Delegates?

The answers to these 
questions will materialize 
in six days when Election 
Day brings to an end 
months d hard-fought 
campaigning. 

City Voter Registrar 
Qeta liwrman repots 
that 98,583 Beach resi- 
dents have registered to 
vote. This represents an 
increase of 3,500 citizens 
over those who registered 
to vote in last May's Oty 
Council elections. In last 
year's gubernatwial elect- 
ion, %,599 Beach resi- 
dents were registered. 
And, in the last SenMe 
election in 1978, 79,564 
had sigi^d up to vote. 

Des]»te increased regi- 
stration turnout at tlK 
pdls is likely to be far 
less, according to liver- 
man.

Discusses His Image 

'Maverick' Fahey 
Resents Attacks 
On Character

He says he has been labeled a "maverick" since 
jdning the Virginia Beach Schod Board in January, but 
to member Jdin A. Fahey, the outspdcen stances he 
has taken on issues such as search and seizure and 
cOTporal punishment are all in a day's work. 

"Aparrently because 1 am a first year schod board 
member, I'm supposed to be quiet and not rock the 
boat," said Fahey. "That noticm is ridiculous. There is 
no way I'm going to go into something like the schod 
board and keep my mouth shut like sMne sort of 
freshman." 

So, in recent months, Fahey has maintained a high 
profile on the 1 1 -member board, advocating change in a 
number of policies. He made headlines for recwding 
the mwithly board meetings, prompting at-large 
member James N. Fletcher to liken Fahey's tapings to 
those of former president Richard M. r«fix(m. 

"I dcHi't necessarily like being the maverick in the 
group," said Fahey. "But, if that is the label I've 
earned, so be it. My jdj is to see to it that the School 
Board sticks to the letter of the law, with my primary 
concern being the education of the children. 

"I do resent it when the other members make 
personal attacks upon me because of my positions," 
Fahey ctxitinued. "I drai't think 1 deserved to be called 
Nixon just because I tape record the meetings. Also, 
another member of the board referred to me as being 
discourteous. I dcuiot feel that is justified because 1 do 
not enjoy a reputation in the cwnmunity as discour- 
teous." 

Such public debates have, according to Fahey, 
damaged the Lynnhaven BcKough representative's 
clout (Ml the board. "Given everything that has 
transpired, 1 don't think 1 have the pursuasive powers 
cm the board that 1 would like," he said. "TTiere is a 
nuijarity of people an the board whom I could not 
influence." 

Fahey contends there is a feeling of resentment 
toward him frcan some other members of the board. "I 
have taught in Virginia Beach public schools, private 
school, cdlege. Old Dominion University, and in 
government programs," he said. "If you want to talk 
about knowledge of education, did you know that not 
one of the others was cm the board when I was teaching 
at Cox High Schod?" 

For the most part, Fahey's voting record shows that 
he has sided with his board colleagues most of the time. 
In recent mcHiths, however, Fahey has been in 
disagreement with his peers with more frequency. 
When nine members voted June 21 for college tuition 
reimbursement for employees of the schod system, 
Fahey was the lone dissenter. When nine members 
supported a motion by Kempsville representative Reva 
N. Kelberg (wi a special education advisory cMnmittee 
appointment, Fahey again resisted the flow and

Fahey has also 
successfully perpetuated efforts to remove 
the concept of "in loco parentis" from 
the policy. The absence of this provision 
divorces the schools from serving in the 
role as surrogate parent to the students. 
But still, Fahey is not content. 

To ease Fahey, three additional items 
would need to be included in the school 
system's written policy on search and 
seizure: First of all, when a student's 
locker is searched Fahey wants policy to 
state that the student must be present 
before the locker is opened. He maintains 
that without the student's presence the 
search is a violation of the student's Four- 
th Amendment rights to reasonable 
privacy as provided by the Constitution. 
Bui ...c Muwoiiuii oi now iuuch privacy ine 
student should expect from the locker is 
cloudy. Secondly, Fahe> does not want 
drug detecting dogs to sniff out drugs in 
school lockers. And ^ally, Fahey wants 
outlawed any police-rairected mass sear- 
ches on school grounds. 

Regarding the issue of mass searches, 
police involvement and dogs, these are 
legal questions that have been and still are 



being debated. For example, would the 
police department have need of a search 
warrant to search lockers when they in- 
spected local high schools for drugs last 
year? It is reported that the department 
did not have search warrants, and that no 
lockers were searched. 

Repardine whether or not a student's 
locker can be searched without the stu- 
dent being present, we believe that the 
student need not be present. School 
lockers are city property and are opened 
and closed everyday right in the face of 
hundreds of students. There's not much 
privacy in school halls. In addition, 
there's no need to tie the principal's han- 
ds. School officials are responsible for the 
safety of the schools and the students . 

Fahey should, however, be commended 
for his call to abolish corporal punish- 
ment from the school system. 

Fahey says he is concerned about 
student rights. But it's uncertain whether 
any rights have been or will be violated by 
not requiring a student to be present when 
his or her locker is opened. The presence 
of policemen, dogs, and mass searches at 
the school level exudes, in a general sense, 
the image of a police state where nothing 
is safe from search. But rather than view 
the situation that way, we tend to feel that 
the liberties to which the school officials 
and the police avail themselves are in the 
best interest for the general well being and 
safety of the Virginia Beach community.

First of all, if there are any Virginia 
Beach Sun readers who have found them- 
selves in a physically abusive situation, get 
help! Telephone the Interact Unit of the 
Virginia Beach Department of Social Ser-' 
vices at 481-2828. The unit can offer 
shelter, funds, advise and guidance to 
those in need. 

Battered women have nothing to be 
ashamed of, except those who do not have 
the courage or motivation to alter the 
situation or remove themselves from a 
physically and emotionally damaging en- 
vironment. It is the men who beat their 
wives, with or without provocation, who 
should feel shame. But these abusive 
males are more to be pitied than censored. 
There's nothing masculine about poun- 
ding women. 

The rising awareness of spouse abuse 
has manifested because of increasingly ac- 
tive women's group movements, plus 
locally and state proclaimed recognition 
of the problwn. But it's going to take 
more than wishful thinking and verbage 
to quell the fists of fury. Granted, women 
sometimes can be taxing and men can be 
intolerant. The pressure of earning a 
living and being happy at the same time, 
for both men and women, can induce 
pressure on even the most stable of 
people. Couple this pressure with an 
emotional inclination towards violence as 
a way of alleviating frustration and you 



have a dangerous mixture. 

There are several solutions, some more 
viable than others, in dealing with spouse 
abuse. 
,^" j*The battering husband must be viewed 
in relation to 'his actions. Assault is a 
crime and should be treated as such. 
Assaulting your wife, technically, carries 
the same penalty as assaulting your next 
door neighbor. But rarely do police of- 
ficers level the charges in a domestic 
situation unless the circumstances are ex- 
treme. Instead of sticking to the letter of 
the law, police officers inject an element 
of humanism into their work and try to 
decide what is best for the parties in- 
volved: Jail or counsehng? 

•Couples which find tjiemselves in 
abusive situations, and don't know how 
to get out of them, need help. Without 
outside intervention the situation is 
unlikely to change. Courses similar to 
those conducted for drunk drivers, but 
different in content, must be considered 
by the city or state and eventually im- 
plemented. 

•Our children must better learn to 
utilize interpersonal communication skills 
and attempt to understand concepts set 
forth in transactional analysis. Unless 
children learn to speak articulately, not 
strike out violently, not only will today's 
generation have to cope with this humili- 
ating problem, but so will our offspring.

The Council, composed of local 
leaders in city government, law enfor- 
cement, the courts svstem, and nuhlio 
services, convene twice a year, fdr jiow,; 
and has adopted the toiiowing goals: lo 
provide a community forum for the 
discussion of spouse abuse issues; to 
conduct regular meetings; attempt to 
develop a local facility for sheltering 
battered wives; share knowledge and 
skills in the areas of effective family in- 
tervention techniques; entice private 
sector therapists is resources for 
family violence cases; and develop 
educational pamphlets to dissiminate 
to the community. 

The major thrust of the Council, 
however, is the imposition of cotitt or- 
dered counseling, with folloW-u{$ ih the 
local judicial proems. Currently, if a 
woman takes her battering huslmnd to 
court for assault, which is usually rare, 
the judge prescr^ns the case and 
usually refers it to the court diversion 

unit to see if counseling can offer 
solutions to domestic cases before jail 
time is imposed. It's becoming in- 
creasingly evident that putting men in 
jail for assaulting their wives is not 
deterring the manace. 

"Going to jail doesn't work," said 
Sgt. Danny Kappers, Criine Prevention 
Unit, Virginia Beach Department of 
Police and ad hoc member of the 

Spouse Abuse Council. "Usually he 
doesn't go to jail, but just returns 
home and pounds on his wife some 
more." 

The issue of spouse abuse is now 
being compared to alcohblism, in that 
the battering husbands, like drunken 
drivers, are a health threat to them-

selves, their family and the com- 
munity. Experts agree that eventually 
spouse abuse cases will have to be dealt 
with on a similar plane with 
alcoholism. They adumbrate a 

regularly scheduled series of family 
counseling sessions which must be at- 
tended by the parties involved; much 

like how drunk drivers are required to 
attend Alcohol Safety and Prevention 
(ASAP) classes. 

Credle says such an idea "holds 
some promise and a lot of potential. ' ' 



"If the parties want to m^ntain the 
marriage, the woman's presence at the 
sessions would be incentive for the 

male to change his behavior," Credle 
said. 

In Virginia Beach, judges can order 
family counseling. However, the 
progress the couple makes in regard to 

dealing with their abusive problem is 
not usually brought back to the judge 
for evaluation. In effect, the coun- 
seling can have shallow measures of 
success. ; * : 



According to a Virginia Beach^ 
spouse abuse flow chart, after a call is 
*w. inadfefotftwistanfif iami a police officer 
vrives, the victim has several options. 
The victim «in go directly to the 
hospital for medical care; call the city's 
comprehensive mental hedth dq)art- 
ment; calf Interact or go to the 
magistrate to secure a warrant for the 
assailant's arrest. It is usually 
preferable that Interact intercede 
before the parties engaging in the 
criminal process. Interact can offer 
spouse atnise victims shelter, financial 
assistance, counseling, educational and 
support groups and referral to com- 
munity services. Thwe options are 
usually championed before the 
criminal process in light of most social 
services agencies continuing nnphasis 
on kMping the family unit intact. If the 
court route is opted for, however, and 
the case is not deferred by the courts' 
diversion unit, the judge can suspend 
sentencing for the alleged assault and 
order counseling. He is not required to 
review the cases at a later date, and 
therein lies the pitfall with this course 
of action. 

If the local courts decided to adopt a 
system for dealing with spouse abuse 
cases, similar to how ASAP deals with 
drunk drivers, all that would be 
required would be for the courts to 
structure and fund such a program. 

"The courts would set up what they 
wanted and work it out with inter- 
agency contracts," said Anne Young, 
diversion counselor. Recently, mem- 
bers of the diversion unit visited several 
other Virginia municipalities to obser- 
ve how spouse abuse cases are handled. 
They learned that oftentimes the 
spouse abuse cases are aggrevated by 
other issues, such as child custody 
fights, child support payments, divor- 
ces and separations. In light of that, 
there are no plans now to stray from 
the way the city aheady handles its 
cases. 



Cops Not Counselors 

Vfrgiiiia Wat* Mai«er-I'wl5e'»0mc^ Mfchae! 
A. Richards says he reswmds to about twice as 
many domestic violericI'miyifiW' tMift i^ert'ftf* 
came to wcffk in Virginia Beach seven years ago. 

"We handled about one to three dcmiestic 
videiu:e cases a week when I first came here," he 
said. "W*i it's about two to five a week." 

Richards works in tWe first precinct, the most 
p(q)ulated precinct of the city's three. His 
response responsibilities iiwluded Green Run, 
Lynnhaven. Kempsville and other high-growth 
corridors in the city. 

Richards is unsure whether the number of 
spouse abuse cases is increasing, <x whether 
there's just better reporting of them. Whatever 
the case, there is one thing that he wishes mare 
people would understand about police officers 
when they arrive at the scene of a domestic 
dispute. 

"Usually after we arrive, one or both of the 
parties wants the other party out of the house," 
he said. "But the pdice are limited in what they 
can do. We can't expel people from their house 
just because one person wants us to. Our function 
is to try to provide information on organizations to 
which the parties can turn for help." 

Walter Credel, head of the Virginia Beach 
Spouse Abuse Council, recognizes that pdice 
officers should not be placed in the rdc of 
domestic advisor and counselor. It is the Council's 
duty, therefore, to provide the officers with 
reference tods so they can better advise the 
parties on where to locate help. 

Richards says that even in cases where the 
officer witnesses the assauU, there are times 
when the assailant is not arrested for assault. 

"If you make an arrest and the parties dcm't 
want it, you scwnetimes compound the problem," 
he said.

"He was making $1,000 a 
week," she said, "but I told him 
that he couldn't take care of his 
family and stay on the street 
too." 

Owens said her husband didn't 
take drugs and "was just as 
pleasant when he took a drink. 
But 
times, 

return home for weeks. Owens' 
husband also ran into trouble 
with the law several times before 
the family moved to Virginia 
Beach in November, 1979. 
Things were "nice" at first but 
soon soured. 

"Things weren't moving like 
he wanted them to," she said. 
"He wanted me to stay home all 
the time, and if I came home 
dressed he'd ask our son where 
I'd been, and threaten him if he 
didn't tell. He kept comparing 
her to his mother, but I told him I 
was nothing like her and would 
do nothing to hurt him." Owens 
said she went out of her way to 
keep her husband from being 



jealous, but in March, 1980,'^ 
severe beatings began again. 

"He went to get his Virginia! 
driver's license and didn't pass 
the test," Owens recalls. "He; 
said he was going to Chesapeakej 
to try again. I told him thatj 
they'd make him wait before let-' 
ting him take the test again. He! 
also said he needed some mofjey^ 
fui4 i'told Aig^~abou^na4)aii)c;ac-| 
count I had that he didn't kj)ow| 
about. He wanted to kno^ ;why I 
never told him about it. Later, I 
took $700 out of the account and 
he didn't like it. He was a 
diabetic and thought I was going 
to leave and not take care of him. 

"The next morning at 6 a.m. 
he woke up and dressed. But his 
tie didn't match his suit and he 
said that I wasn't doing my duty 
as a wife, even though I had 
asked for the car the day before 
to take his clothes to the cleaners 
but didn't get it. He threw a hot 
cup of coffee in my face. I ran 
and screamed, hoping the neigh^ 
bors would come. He told the 
children to stay in their room and 



he began beating me from 8 to 
8:45 a.m. that morning. The 
telephone started ringing and that 
was what finally stopped him. I 
said I was leaving. He said that 
one would want a woman with 
five children and no money." 

Owens escaped from their 
house in Green Run and ran to a 
7-11 store and called the police. 
;Thfy told herto^o to the station, 
hut without money, she couldn't 
go anywhere. Some people in the 
convenience store saw that she 
had been recently abused and 
took her to the hospital where she 
was treated for a broken nose, 
fractured jaw, and cuts. She also 
said she was having difficulty 
breathing from the choke hold he 
was applying around her throat. 

It was at the hospital that 
Owens first learned that there 
were agencies designed to deal 
with spouse abuse cases. 
Following her release from the 
hospital she went to Norfolk to 
stay in a shelter for battered 
wives for a month. Subsequently 
the Virginia Beach Deaprtment 



of Social Services called and said 
they would give her food stamps, 
find a place for her to stay, and 
pay the rent. She soon divorcra 
her husband and went to court 
for the custody of the children. 
Owens began engaging in spouse 
abuse support groups, and 
working towards starting a new 
life for herself. She received 
custody of her children and 
began working as a student 
worker at TCC in Virginia Beach 
and as a volunteer at the Virginia 
Beach Department of Social Ser- 
vices. The last time she saw her 
former husband was June, 1981. 

For Owens, her marriage was 
confusing. 

"He loved me in his own 
way," she says now. "I stayed 
with him because I thought he 
had a good side." 

But eventually the love gave 
way to survival. 

"The love died," she said. "I 
had never been hit or put down 
like dirt. He made me feel that I 
wasn't anybody. I got to the 
point that I had no feelings for 



him as a friend or a lover. " 

Owens said her former spouse 
refused to let her have her own 
hfe or make decisions for herself. 
"Some couples can work it 
out," she said, "others can't. I 
don't like coming home and not 
knowing what to expect." 

Owens said that because of her 
husband's behavior, one of her 
children has grown up with bad 
nerves and another one some- 
times can't hold water. She 
thinks that perhaps, the problems 
which have afflicted her and her 
children because of her husband 
might have been avoided if, 
during the early years of their 
marriage, they had admitted they 
had a problem. 

"The first step to take is to 
admit that you have a problem," 
she said. "Then you find if you 
can't change that other person 
you have to change yoursell . 

"I'm sorry he had to be the 
person that he was," she con- 
tinued, "but if he had wanted to 
he could have changed. If he had 
loved me and the children he 
would have gone for help."

Taking Roll Call 
At Board Meetings 

When the schod board voted earlier this month 
to re-define search and seizure pdides for the 
city's 62 public schods, a change affecting more 
thap 35,000 students, three members of the 
board, Robert H. Osllis, Jr., Homer W. Qmning- 
ham, and Maris W. Shirley, did not vote. TTie 
three did not vote because they were not there. 

Callis said he was absent because he was on a 
business trip which had been scheduled for more 
than two years. Shirley could not be reached 
because he was harvesting soy beans on tais 
Pungo farm. His wife said that his farming may 
have precluded his attendance. Cunningham 
could not be reached for comment, either. 

According to the records of Dr. Fred Benham, 
clerk of the schod board, the October meeting 
marlKd the fourth time in 1982 that three 
members were absent from regularly-sdieduled 
schod board meetings. 

At the June 29 meeting, Virginia Beach 
Borough represeiitativ' '^'ollis and at-large board 
member Shirley were not present, and neither 
was Pungo representative Leland M. Hood. At the 
March 26 meeting, at-large member Qianing- 
luun. Hood, and JCemf» ville represen^ve Rcva 
F. Kelberg were si|}sent. Callis, Cunningham, md 
Hood abo missed the February 16 meeting. 

In 14 meetings this year, Kelberg has missed 
more meetings than any of her cdleagues, with 
eight absences. Contacted last week, Kelberg 
explained that she had undergone back surgery 
last Spring, and has been recuperating. Ouning- 
ham, during that time, missed six meetings, and 
Hood missed five. Not present at three schod 
board meetings were Callis, the vice chairman 
and Shirley. 

Three members ai the schod board have 
maintained perfect attendance throughout 1M2. 
They are at-large represenutives Robert W. 
aybum, James N. Fletcher, and Churman Roy 
A. Woods. Missing one meeting each this year 
l»ve been Laura M. Tebault (Blackwater), John 
A. Fahey (Lynnhaven), ami Dr. IXmcan S. 
Wallace (Bayside).

refused all comment. "You don't tUkk Vm really gdog 
to answer any cmT those questiois?" she said upon being 
queried. 

Or. R(^ A. Woods, chairman of the l^xird, admitted 
thitt "it is certainly possible" that Fahey's effective- 
ness on the board may be eroding because of his 
outspoken stances. "Mr. Fahey may go about his 
business in a different way than some cxTthe others, but 
the bottom line is that he is a citizen who is interested in 
in^roving the schod system," added Woods. 

"If I had an issue that I wanted to tackle, I might go 
about it in a different manner than Jdm," said Laura 
M. Tebault, board representative from the Blackwater 
Borwgh. "He and I do not agree on every issue, but 
then again, that is the way it ;ibouId be." 

Tebault, along with Fletcher and at large member 
Robert W. Oybum, began serving on the board at the 
same time as Fahey, in Jantiary. "I keep a pretty low

profile, because as a first-year member. I think therjC is 
a lot to learn." Tebault said she has "seen no reason to 
believe there is any truth" to the noticm that Fahey has 
lost any eflectiveness on the board. 

Virginia Beach Borough representative Rctoert H. 
Callis, Jr. described Fahey as "a new board member 
just feeling his way alwig. He's got a rde to play on this 
board, just like I have. If I want to disagree with him, I 
can. The same hdds true for him." 

Wallace, the Bayside representative, said much of 



the reaction he has witnessed to Fahey was to be 
expected. "Just Uke anyom else with strong ideas, Mr. 
Fahey has experienced that not e^er^aiMi is going to 
agree wfth him. 

"1 have appreciated the issues he has raised because 
tiKre is strength in diversity of opinioa," Wallace 
continued. "He has an equal voice on the bovd, and 
just because he is in his first year, it doesn't mean he 
has to he auiet." Asked whether Fahev's stature cwj the 
board has diminished, Wallace said, "I don't know if I 
have any reaction tu ihune statements." 

Efforts to contact the remaining members of the 
schod board, Oybum, Homer W. Cunningham, 
(at-large), Fletcher, Leland M. Hood, (Pungo), and 
^Jo^ris W. Shirley (at-large), faUed. 

Qty Council, which makes appointments for the 
board, has at least one Fahey admirer in CouncQwoman 
Reba S. McQanan. " Jdm would get my vote any day of 
the week," she said. "Part of the problem with the 
schod board and with (Superintendent E. E.) Brickell is 
that anyone who questions the system is made to lode 
undesirable. How in the wn'ld can a schod board 
member possibly ask too many questions? 

"Unfortunately, there is an attitude oi the board that 
if you don't go along with the boys, you are out of line," 
McOanan continued. "The fact that the schod 
administration is not confident enough to stand up to 
such questioning, shows me that something is amiss." 

McQanan called Fahey's contention that his effect- 
iveness oa the board is dwindling, "most unfortimate." 

Said Mcdanan: "Jdin Fahey is the most qualified 
individual in the city to sit oa the schod board. He has 
spent his life as an educator." 

"It's a shame Mr. Fahey feels that way," said 
veteran schod board watcher Vivian Ifitchcock. "It's 
the dd 'don't rock the boat' philosophy." Btchcock, 
who has been attending meetings far 12 years, says she 
rates Fahey "at the top" amcmg schod board 
members. 

"John is an educator," she said. His craicem is the 
welfare of the children. Some of the other people on the 
board, I wonder if they are just there feathering their 
own nests. I questirai if S(xne of them have ever even 
been in a classroom." 

Fahey, however, has spent some time in the 
classroom. In his 33 years before the chalkboard, Fahey 
estimates that he has personally taught mwe than 
3,(K)0 individuals. He once taught w(»-ld history in the 
Virginia Beach schod system, and now teaches 
literature, histcn^y and language in Russian at ODU. In 
may, Fahey was named the instituti(xi's outstanding 
educaticxi and was awarded the Alan Rufiis TcMielson 
Distinguished Faculty Award. In previcnis years, Fahey 



has been bestowed such honcrs as the Delta Phi Omega 
pistio£|ii^hed Faculty Awaitl, the Outstanding Edu- 
(^tbr of America Award, and the Robert L Stern Award 
for Outstanding Teaching. 

Stu4ents and facuUy members alike are impressed 
with Fahey. Wrote one ODU alumni in nominating 
Fahey £pr the Tcxielson award:"Mr. Fahey is an 
educator in the purest sense of the term; this is an art 
long lost to most cdlege professors." Says John F. 
i'tsUey, chairman of the foreign languages de|»rtment 
at Ovk^t, "The more I see and learn about John's 
teaching methods, the more convinced I become that he 
is very probably the best in his field and among the top 
te^i^ers in higher education today." 

Along the way, Fahey has developed an understand- 
ing of the key to educaticm. To him, hard work is the 
name of the game. "Why do I work so hard?" he asks. 
"Because the things I do need to be done, and 
somebody has got to do them. That is true in my job aiul 
it is true oa the schod board. 

"I'm so outspoken because I dcm't want to be on a 
board where there is no work fcx- me," he continued. 
"1 don't want to be on the board for api)earancc's 
sake." 

m spite ot the great pride he takes in his schod board 
accomplishments, Fahey says his real satisfaction 
comes in teaching. "It is a feeling you carry with you 
the rest of your life, knowing that you mdded 
someone," he ssaid. "1 have the same hopes, feelings, 
and expectaticms fOT each of my students that I do for 
my own children. They are that important to me." 

Fahey says that he "has been impressed" by the 
schods in Virginia Beach he has visited. The presence 
of the military n the city has been excellent for the 
system, he says. "The military brngs with it a host of 
diversity and experience to regions that would 
otherwise be localized," said the retired Navy 
commander. "Could schod systems in Qoochland or 
Ruvanna hope to attract the kind of people we get?" 

"The backbone of our schods are our teachers and 
our children' Fahey says. All ol us have different 
gifts and it is the job of our teachers to bring out those 
gifts. Here in Virginia Beach, I feel we do a good job of 
that." 

As an educator, where does Fahey derive his greatest 
pleasure from: teaching or the schod board? "Well," 
he says, "thel^ is really no comparison. Obviously, I 
get the most out of being in the classroom. I treasure 
my time there. I'm usually sad to see the end of the 
semester come. 

"But, you've always got to remember that the board 
affects 55,000 children," he ccmtinued. "So, I take very 
seriously my conmitment there, as wfll."

Candidate 's Trials, Tribulations

"In my family, Elec- 
tion Day has become a 
national holiday. 

So says Mel Spence, a 
candidate for the Vir- 
ginia House of Dele- 
gates, describing the 
taxation (»i his personal 
life stemming fran cam- 
paigning for office. "I 
am really looking so for- 
ward to the end of this so 
my life can return to 
normal." 

Spence may be a Re- 
publican, but the per- 
sonal hardship he has 
experienced knows no 
political boundarie s . 
Long hours of knocking 
on doors, telephone so- 
licitation, and raising 
funds all go with the ter- 
ritory of winning votes. 

The proposition be- 
came doubly difficult 
this year when the Vir- 
ginia General Assembly 
voted to divide the state 
into 100 single-repre- 
sentative districts. Thus, 
Spence, who was just 
»'Oted into office for the 
first time last November, 
was forced to do it all

again. Because of re- 
districting, however, 
Spence is facing incum- 
bent Owen B. Pickett.a 
Democrat, for election to 
the 81st District.

"The idea that I have 
got to run again is cruel 
and unusual punish- 
ment," quipped Spence. 
"The worst part of this is

• "Move their thermo- 
stats from 70 degrees to 
65 and save up to 25 
percent on heating bills." 

• "Open any soutn- 
facing blinds and drapes 
during the day to let the 
sun warm the house. 
Qose them at night to 
keep the heat inside. This 



will help you feel warm- 
er." 

• "Leave the thermo- 
stat on your heat pump 
alOTie. It operates most 
efficiently when left on a 
constant setting." 

The Design Cdlabora- 
tive, in an effcHt to keep 
up with the latest, state- 
of-the-art trends in sdar 
energy, has sent repre- 
sentatives to more than a 
dozen seminars and con- 
ferences on the tc^ic in 
receht years, and has won 
several awards for its' 
design of sdar structures.

"I really don't mind 
going to people's houses 
and they don't seem to 
mind me," said Spence. 
"I've never had a door 
slammed in my face Or 
anything like that. In 
fact, I've gotten nothing 
but fantastic receptions. 

"I go in and say, 'Hi, 
I'm Melvin Spence, your 
representative in the 
House of Delegates." he 
elaborated. "People are 
really glad to see their 
elected representative 
come knocking. It makes 
them feel as though their 
government cares." 

AdditicHially, Spence 
said, such visits may 
make citizens mcn-e in- 
terested in their gover- 
ment. "Voter apathy is 
pretty prevelent right 
now," he said. "People 
have no idea what kind 
of influence they can 
have on their elected 
officials by just making 
phone calls to them." 

Availability of cash is 
always a stumbling block 
in any campaign, Spence 
said. He reports spend- 
ing $25,000 last year and 
predicts a similar ex- 
penditure this time a- 
round. "Frankly, raising 
money is one of my least 
favorite things to do." 

All of the effcMt takes 
its toll however. Spence 
says he has little time 
iMi&^'dhys lo'^evWe'to 

his architectural firm. 
Nor, he says, does he 
have free time to pursue 
his passions, duck hunt- 
ing and fishing. And, 
once elected, a dele- 
gate's time is further 
imposed upon when he 
goes to the state capital 
for two month's every 
year for legislating. 

Why, then, would 
anyone spend $14,000 of 
his own money over the 
last two years to get 
elected, and disrupt his 
personal and profes- 
sional life? "It's the 
challenge," according to 
Spence. 

"I've been in business 
for 26 years," he said. 
"A lot of business pe- 
cq)le like a different kind 
of challenge rather than 
ddng the same thing all 
their lives. I'm one of 
those kind of peq)Ie. 

"Being an elected re- 
presentative is very re- 
warding," he ccmtinued. 
"You are in a position 
where you can help pe- 
ople and see the results 
of your hard w(»-k. Those 
things alcme make it all 
wcrthwhile."

Hdp For The Holiday IMeter 

Dieters need not say no to everything during holiday 
festivities when sumptuous dishes are served by the 
course. If you're the cook, there are some ways you can 
trim the caloric"; withr*;!* sacrificing too much. 

• Pass up butter-basted turkeys which are pumped up 
with fat. Basle the roasting bird with a combination of 
herbs and chicken broth instead of butter. (And 
remember, white meat of the breast is leanest.) 

•If you're serving roast beef or ham, cut off all fat 
before eating. 

• Serve baked sweet potatoes instead of candied 
sweets or sweet potato pudding. Forget the mar- 
shmallows on top of the pudding. 

• To cut calories in the gravy, put the drippings 
from the turkey in the freezer for a few minutes. 
The fat will congeal, and you can skim it off the 
surface. Thicken gravy with cornstarch rather 
than flour to save more calories. Only half as 
much cornstarch is necessary. 

• Pumpkin chiffon pie has fewer calories than 
creamy pumpkin pie. Save calories by topping pie 
with a thawed nondairy whipped topping; it has 
only 14 calories per tablespoon, compared to 28 
with sweetened whipped cream. 

• Make a light version of eggnog by using skim 
milk and less sugar or an artificial sweetener. 

• Serve lightly-glazed fruit for dessert. Glaze 
can be made by combining two tablespoons of 
corn starch and a pinch of ginger. Stir in two cups 
of orange juice gradually and bring to a boil. Boil 
for one minute. Pour over fruit mixture, toss and 
chill. 

• Leftover turkey can make a delicious sand* 
wich. Substitute yogurt and herbs for mayoii' 
naise, add some cut up vegetables, and serve the 
ingredients in pita bread halves. Top with alfalfa 
sprouts. 

If you're the guest at a party, stay away from 
the food and drink as much as possible. Sample 
the fresh vegetables without the dip, and if you 
must, just nibble on one or two appetizers. 

Should you overindulge once, don't abandon 
your diet altogether until the holidays are over. 
Ease your guilt feelings by controlling future 
meals. Do some extra exercises to compensate.

In 
fact, because dieters quickly tire of them, they seon to 
create the demand fdr their successors. 

A better path, the October Reader's Digest sug^s, 
is a gentle modification of your diet which will help you 
lose excess wdght and keep it off. Overweight develops 
slowly. A mere 100 calories more per day than you need 
could put an extra ten pounds on your frame within a 
year. You'd hardly notice I 

But by the same token, reducing your intake by 100 
calories a day would net you a slimming ten pound loss 
wet the same period of time. Here are some other com- 
putations from The Digest article: Cut out one slice of 
bread daily and lose six pounds in a year. Reduce your 
sugar intake by two teaspoons a day and weigh three 
pounds less. Give up two doughnuts a week and lose 
four pounds.
